Mr. Murphy. Good morning. 

Thia morning's hearing muat first of 2 days (^oversidbt in prep- 
aration for the reauthorization of the Ri^uOMlitatimi Act We are 
fortunate- in this nibeommtttee to have jurisdktifm over several 
-naQgrams that have alwam received stnmg biparljsan support in 
Goi^Kress. The RehabilitatKm Act is one of them. 

Even during the y^ of Granun-Utta. whra the admintetratkm 
was calling for block grants «w aUnost every soda! program, m- 
eluding the RehiOiilitatMm Act. aid white Cnognra wma givii« the 
President much of what he wanted, not a vi3ce was heard firom 
either side erf the aisle in either the House or the Senate hi support 
of makir« changes in the Rc^iabilitatimi Act 

When the dust had finally settled in fiscal year mi, Coagren 
lud seen fit to extmid the act and again imamBe its fundUig, al- 
though modestly. When you have a wmner, a program that wonrks. 
It only makes sense to stkk with it You don't abandon it When 
possible, you strengthen it 

For thia reason I believe it is safe to say that ths administration 
will not find much support in Congress for its latest recommenda- 
tion for abandoning the Rehabilitation Act, the New Feiferalism 
block grants. 

We have nU yet received the additional proposal the administra- 
tion says it will be sending us to amend the Rehabilitation Act, and 
I «m not sure why we need two bUte since we already know what 
they really want to do to the 

Again, the adminMtmtMm shmiJd recogni^ that CongreiB will 
not make changes in this met that might .psqmrdize its remarkable 
record of success.

As a new number of this mbcommitteo^ and as the ranking mi- 
mnity nmnber of thk raAio«nmittee, I teke BpetM pte»ure in 
kdni^ with you ami our otlm ocdlesunra in bcginnii^ work on 
hearimBi ai^ the markup thte week m the reauthmisation of the 
RehaMlitation Act of 1978. 

I will keep wveral Unpwtant jxrfnts in mimi mi we go about 
reauthxnrudi^ ami emminiM the fMialrilitatkm Act 

Fira^ we nave to member ,thnt any State mr FMeral |mgram 
which helps Amerfeara to certain and retain private lons^orm 
meantngfui cmpl<^nmit is inlgmficai^ Becaufte vocntional iiAaldli" 
tation goes a long wav towazd innavidii^ thk kimi id mafk^fmmt 
future for the disatdedt we musft l^toitify and €«pand the cost effec- 
tiv«m» ai the vooOtkmal rdudUlitation imgram. 

Seccmd, the need b great At thte eomndttee levdl we must detm^ 
mine how many ponBrn^ can be hdped fay encxmragingijm id the 
mwh larger resources avaikdrite in tin |»rivato sectOT. Ilie burden 
<tf preparing hamiicaived persons for employment must be shared 
by ti» public and rarivate sector with Fmral doUars beii« tmd for 
leverage and as a catalyst. 

lliird, Stote vorational rshsMlitation a^f^toa are Sued with the 
same eomomic realltkss tiiat we are firnd with at tl^ Fectoral 
level; that is, steadilv declining pund^aii^ power. 

I do not believe that tito sdutira to revramng the trend of de- 
creasing purchariiHT power lies solely in ifmrea»d afqm^priations. 
Instrad, we must explore new wsm to use tlw VmA»Bl rracmroes 
that we now hav« m leverage to mereasB nriwrte sector ft:»«ikig. 

Fourth, thm hanAkeapped are e^edaUy hard hit by uaempkoy- 
ment. yet the handicapped shore wHh aU other Ammaam a stake 
in the best and the most ^!iBctive solution to unem^vment; that 
is. a lM»lthy «onomy wiUi tow intmesi rates ami low ii^tkm ami 
a private sector that ^ viswous enou^ to povhte all AnMatouu, 
including the handicapped, with meaningftU jobs. To achtove this 
goal we must make a co(»erative effort to cmitrd ti» growth of t]» 
total siae of Fetteral spending. 
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Fifth, one of the issues that this reauthorization will focus on is 
the appropritttenesH of increased Federal dollars for the Rehabilita- 
tion Act. There is a cufiMenMUii on the need to help handicapped 
Americans enter the work force. That should be the focus of this 
act. However, we do need to look at all the methods that may be 
available for achieving that end. The key is in leveraging existing 
dollani, not necessarily in increasing those dollars. 

Sixth, another issue that we will hear in Uiis n^iuthorization is 
the need to remove the drain on cHher Federal prognmu, such as 
social security, that benents to the handicapped represent. Reduc- 
ing that drain in social security dollars will be accomplished by 
training handicapped perK)ns and placing them into private sector 

Lust, I believe that we should examine the terms of the existing 
formula to find a way to encourage and to reward pn^rams that 
are successful in placing people in permanent employment. 

I look forward to this week's hearings on the Rehabilitation Act 
reauthorization. I hope that this cmnmittee can pitxluoe a bill that 
iH in the best interest of all handicapped persons, so th«ir talents 
and abilities can be maximized and they can live independent, 
meuningful livi>s.

Will the three of you gentlemen arrange yourselves at the wit- 
ness table, and we will proceed in that order. 

Mr. Spears, you may proceed first. 

STATK^IKST OF .MARVIN CI. SPEARS. PREHIDKNT. NATIONAL 

RKHARILITAnON ASBOCIATION. ST. PAUL. MINN. 
Mr. Spkars. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 

My name is Marvin Spears. As president of the National Reha- 
bilitation Association I very much appreciate the opportunity to 
present the views of NRA and its seven divisions. 

The many years of hard work and dedication you and members 
of the subcommittee have committed to increasing opportunities 
and options to persons with disabilities is well known to our organi- 
zation and deeply appreciated. 

NRA, founded in 192ri. has an active membership of 20,000. 0:r 
iuwK'iat ion's mission and purpose is founded on advocacy, advocacy 
ftir options and opportunities for our Nation's persons with disabil- 
ities. 

Today. Mr. C!hairman, I would like to present the recommenda- 
tions of NRA relative to the Rehabilitation Act erf" 1973 as amend- 
«'d Thetw recommendations will relate both to the act in its entire- 
ty, and to specific sections. 

First. Mr. Chairman. I would sugf^t that we feel strongly that 
the act is a hallmark of intelligent, comprehensive and thoughtful 
efforts to encompass public policy and national legislation. All 
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ph^M of the act have woriced dffactively. We have uiged that ymi 
maintain the int^ity of the jmigrams and r^ts contained in the 
act. 

The foundatimi of tl^ programs authcMriaed under the Behabiiita* 
ikm Act m the basM l^te vocatkmal rriialnlitaticm (Hwram. This 
pnjgram is fntivkied to persons with disabilities Uinmgn a unk|ue 
Femral-^te partmrship tKat has functkmed siKiC^Ailly for over 
60 years. It is a proven, finely tun^ imgram that has rtood the 
trat of time, has been well managed and fmnren to be highly cost 
effectit^. 

Tito Rehabilitaticm Serviosa Administraticm's latest repmt to 
Congr^ estimates that the hmeSiVcoelt ratio exceecb 10 to L Uk 
my own ^te of MlmmK^ we have dtetermiMd tiiut the return 
on a public investment in a bask Stote vocational rehab imgram is 
MA percenit. This is ar very impwrive rrtum im a^y investn^t. 

Of equal importance are tl^ bmdits of thm pnoffram to the per- 
scms with disamlities. Bdiind tte cort bendRt stuotes are indivUl- 
uals who have hem pravic^ cq^fiMlunittes to money and gain 
the self^esteem that comes finom a paycheck.. 

To be woriting is to be part cf maim^tsam America, lliis pro- 
gram helps persons with dkalaliUes vmrk and enter that main- 
strc^un. 

However significant the ben^ta the im^^ram are* fUnds have 
not been made availedrie at a level t^oe^ary to maintain tl^ serv- 
ices needed persons with disabilittra* Since this program pays 
^gnifkant divmmds on public invei^^tnent, we urge tmt ymi in- 
crewe that publk investn^t significantly. 

Next I would like to discuss ttui program oi serviois autluiriaed 
under title VII, Comprehensive Servtoes for h^teprndmit Living. 
This program has been fwrtiaUy imi^en^ted by the proytoifm of 
funds to establidi and suKK»t O^ti^ for Imtependent Livii^. 

There are now 135 such centers providing servtoea to peofue with 
disabilities all over our Nation. Some State rrtudnlitatkm a^ncies 
have opted to cqierate these |m«rams directly; many mm have 
contracted with private, nonptrfit, 0(«imunity4»sedt ccmsumer-di- 
rected organizations to provim the wrvices. 

I wish very much, Mr, Chairman, that I could present to you sig- 
nificant nationwide statirtks relative to this program* However, 
this administration hm ncA seen fit to institute a meaningful, na- 
tionwide reporting system, nor apparently do they have plans to do 
so this jfear. Ibel ieve that you, as the Naticm^s poliqmmkerB, are 
entitled to this infcmnaticm. 

Independent living services not only enable persons with severe 
disabilities to live independently, but they reduce tte public costs 
aemciated with disalnlity. lliirteen centers in Feiterai regicm V col- 
laborated to accumjlate a series (rf* documented individual histories 
showing clearly that the provinon of independrat livii^ service is 
not only of benefit to the individuals involved, but a cost savings as 
well 

Of the IB individuals pwtra;^ in this report, 10 are likelpr to 
becmne emplojfed. Net savii^ m |Hiblic expemiitum to tlime mdi- 
viduals for srarious kinds of public aaaistanoe, indudingsocial secu- 
rity benefits^ hm been reduced by 1135,000 per year. This limited 
evidence shows clearly that independent living services provide iKit 
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only pirHonui hent*ri! to the individuals served, but a cost savings 
as well 

Currently, only part B has received funding and« as valuable as 
the Centers for Independent Living are, it is e^ntial the pn^ram 
be fully implemented, as was intended in the amendments of 1978. 
NRA un?es that C^ingress now fund part A and maintain the exist- 
ifiH level of funding for part B 

Next, Mr. Chairman* I wcmid like to addre^ the rehabilitation 
research needs as reflected in the funding request for research di- 
rected through the National Institute of Handicapped Res^rch. 

This iristitution is charged with increasing the kncwledge which 
will help us meet the chaUenges in mrving individuals with disabil- 
ities: NIHR is also charged with diffieminattng information in 
order that persons with disabiliti^ may benefit from research find- 
ings quickly. 

I v/ould like to point out that we are entering a new era in this 
country. Science and technology are increaaingly brought to bear 
on all fispecti* of our life. Increased funding for r^arch activities 
is vital if resiMirch Hndings are to be brought to bear on the prob- 
lems fatvd by «ur Nation s citizens with disabilities. Increases in 
research funding will pay direct dividends in the future. 

Next I would hke to address the need for tt^ining individuals 
working to increase opportunities and options fc^ perwns with dis- 
abilities. 

Significant numbers of qualified rehabilitation professionals are 
essential for assuring the availability of a broad range td services 
needed to enable perwns with disabilities to enter the work force 
and to live and function independently. 

The quality and scope of any pro^m is directly related to the 
quality of the persons providing services, NRA supports an in- 
creiise in funding for rehabilitation trainir^ activities. 

Finally. Mr Chairman. I would like to emphasize that although 
time does not permit a full di^u^ion of the oth^r programs au- 
thorized under the act, note shouid be taken that the special discre- 
tionary grant categories are of importance to the overall scope of 
the services in the act, 

Ornj^ial mention are projects with industries which have dem- 
onstratH that close ties with the business community can enable 
persons with disabilities to become employed by a variety of inncv- 
vaiive, handn-on techniques. NRA supports increased funding for 
thew» projwtH, ah well as others in the special discretionary grant 
<'att*gory 

Mr (*hairman, m conclusion I would like once again to thank 
you very much for the opportunity of presenting our views on this 
very important matter.

STATKMKNT OF JA.UKS II»J<IN(J. At'C'ESH LIVI.Mi. C HIC AGf}. IIJ* 

Mr. DeJoNu. Mr. Chairman and members of the subcommittee, 
my name la James DeJong. I thank you for inviting me to testify 
on behalf of the National Council of Independent Living Programs 
and persons with disabilities. 

Presently, 144 centers are operating and funded under title VII. 
part B of the RehabiliUtion Act of 1973 and its amendments. We 
are deeply committed to the development of a stnjng and stable 
base of financial support for community-based independent living 
centers which serve a cnws-disability population and are adminis- 
tered and staffed by persons with dirabilities. 

To reach this goal, independent living centers must have ample 
time and funds to establish their programs, train personnel, deliver 
quality services and establish credibility within their local commu- 
nities Only then will we be viewed as a viable and integral part of 
the rehabilitation process. Only then will we be competitive in ob- 
taining private funding and in the marketing of our services. 

Having been with the Oiicago program, Access Living, since it 
was a mere idea to its present state of service, I speak from experi- 
ence about t\u' need for adequate establishment time. The needs 
and demandh .,f the community are so great that it takes time to 
establish priorities and a stable structure to meet those demands. 

The purpose of the program of wrvices authorized under title 
vn IS to assist persons with severe disabilities to live more inde- 
pendently in their homes and communities. By increasing these ofh 
tions to persons with disabilities, we are also seeing tremendous 
Havings to the toxpaying public. 

Let'.i look at an example which highlights these savings. Betty 
and Peggy, both in their late forties with cerebral palsy, had been 
residing in a nursing home for the past 15 years when they con- 
tacts! Access Living. Their combined living costs were $27i80 per 
year Peer counseling and independent living workshops were pro- 
vided t<» both women immediately. A search for acc^hle. subsi- 
dized housing was then initiated, resulting in these two women 
moving into the community, sharing an apartment. 

By Him bt'inti abl** to share pen>c*ial care assistance costs, these 
two women have reduced their costs to $20,956 per year. Peggy's 
and Betty's experience resulted in a total savings of $6,954 per year 
to the t^xpay#|r If this story were repeated for half of the 22.tMM) 
plu« noneld«-r}y dinabled residing in Illinois nursing homes, it 
wcjuld \n- it phenomenal cost saving to society.

Mr. Fkieden. Mr. Chairman. roemberB of the aubcommittee, my 
name in Lex Frieden. I am director of the independent Imng re- 
Hearch utiiixation project at the Institute for Rehabilitation and Re- 
search in Houston. I am assistant profewor of rehid>ilitation at 
Baylor CoUe«e of Medicine and chairman of tte Consumer Consul- 
tation Committee of the Texas Rehabilitation Commission. 

I am speaking today on my own behalf in support of reauthorwa- 
tion of the Rehabilitation Act. The Rehabilitation Act to many of 
us with dinabilities is the single most important piece of legislation 
aflfecting our lives. Let me give you some idea from my own person- 
al perepective about how important this particular piece of legisla- 
tion is. » . 

I broke my neck in an automobile accuknt in 1967. At that time 
I had an opportunity to go to one of the few comprehensive medical 
rehabilitation cenU-rH in the country— it happened to be in Hous- 
ton and I trxik part in IK) days of cOmprelwiwive medical restora- 

'**At that point. b<*ing confined to a wheelchair and with little iwe 
of my arms and hands!? tht^re were few options open to me. in fact, 
th»' MH'inl wcirker gave me two: I could go and live in a nunung 
homt- and tht«y wcnild be able there to provide the kind of assist- 
ance that I net-d*^ on a day-to^ay basis, or perhaps my parents 
had the rt*tmrces and the physical abilities to take care of me at 

home . . 

At IH vfurs «jf age. neither one of thtwe options Memed to be par- 
ticularly" attractive t« me, but I took the lesser of two evils and 
mfivfd back hnnu' with my. parents. 

At that time I had difficulty getting into school because I was 
disubled I wjih turned down by one university because, m fact, I 
WHS Handici.pfK-d I ft»und u school that, although it wasn t aa:et«i- 
bif. aKtfvd to make what accommodations it could as I continued 
to work in the schtjol and finally, in years, graduated from the 
Uniwrsitv of Tulsii ^ ^ ' 

It w.a.s djiliiult to find a job at that time, in IMa, because pwipK- 
re.Uly didn f th** iK-nefit.** of hiring a person with a disability. In 
fact. It w.ts dilTault for me to prove my value to them as an em- 
ployee It was difilcult to i^et back and forth to school, and it woulu 
Ii.ive lieen difficult to get bi»ck and forth to work because there 
wi r*- (i<» iiuhiii fr;insfKjrtati.»n nystems in the United States at that 
tirm- thai Kiuld firi>vide MTvit e to a persim in n wheelchair. 

There were verv few public or private buildinjfn that were acccs- 
.^jhle to |»oj)le in wheelchairs FrHnkly. there were no syHti ms of 
ifioifnumfv b;i>ed {jers<ina! can- avjiilnble to help me live anywhere 
an iriHtitutinn or mv piirents' hoiw 

Now 1.". veurv. later. :is n r»*Mult of itnprovementh that have wen 
made hv us .»nd us a resJtiU ol the Kehabilitalion Act. particularly 
the I:»T:? versK.n of that act. 1 am able to live in my ov/n Ymme. 
which I own 1 ;im ;ible to unf public transportation to get back and 
forth tc v.<irk 
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r have worked for Baylor College of Medicine for roughly 6W 
years, I have been able to travel all over ti» United States and 
many other countries in the world, and I have the benefit of an in- 
depen<tent living center in my cMnmunity which u able to provide 
assistance to me and perscHiaf care wtivitks. 

Rather than depending on taxpayeri, dollars to support me in an 
tfutitutton. I am able to ointribute to the tax base. I think much of 
thw is a result of imimivements that we have m»le in the Reha- 
bditation Act. so 1 wmild like to urse your suniort of that act 

Title I of the Vocational Rehabilitation Act provides support to 
mate vocational rehabilitatira i^encies which are teaching people 
how to get and training thoee individuals. 

Prior to 1973 there was a problem with the act because there was 
no focus on people with severe disabilities. In 1973 that focus waa 
added to the act. As a result <rf that, more people who are severely 
disabled are found eli^ble for services. But in 1978 we made an- 
other significant addition to the act. That was title VU, which pro- 
vides for independent living services. 

Title VII includes four parts, the most important of which are 
part A. which has not been funded, and part B. which has been 
funded at a level now of roughly $17.28 mUlion per year. That 
million suppbrta 135 pn^rams ftinded by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. In aiMition to that, our res^jxrh in tlw indbjpenctent 
livinK research utilization project indicate there are rxmghly 25 ad- 
ditional independent living prc^rranw that are ncrt funded by Feder- 
al dollars. 

The principal services of these programs are peer counseling, 
peer support and distance in problem Mlving with day-ttnlay ac- 
tivities The basic characteristics of these programs that make 
them different from other human service pn^rams, and particular- 
ly other rehabilitation pn^ran», is that they are community-based, 
they depend on the servac^s available in that community, they 
serve the people in an individual community, and they are b^cal- 
ly run by neople with dsabilities themselves. TTiey provide an ex- 
cellent model for people who reouire theii servicea 

It IS important to reccgnize the extent to which these prc^frams 
are cost effective. I agree with Mr. Spears that the Rehabilitation 
Services Administration needs to institute an evaluation prc^m 
SMI that we have accurate information on the cost effectiveness of 
these proKrams. but our research at ILRU seems to indicate that 
the protframs are cost effective. Let me give you one example from 
the Austin Resource Center for Independent Living. 

Ust year the ARHL program helped to place in employment 88 
fM^Hi^f with «evpre disabilities During the year, these individuals 
uaid m taxes At the same time, the Government saved 

$tmj2H m funds that before that time had been paid to these indi- 
viduHlf* in SSI benefits, social security disabUity insurance benefits, 
and mt^irarf payments Altogether that is a total savings to the 
tHii:pay»*r of *M57,H8H. 

At the flame time, the prt^ram that listed in this employment 
was rewiviiig a Federal grant totaling $^,0O0. So you must be 
aware by now ihat the programs are. in fact, very cost rffcctive. I 
would like to be able to have ne.timial data to justify the programs 
to the samp dpgrp!* 
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I haw a number of recommendatimis which are included in mv 
written testimony. I hope you wilt ^x^ept that for the record. 
Among those rea^nmenaations is one that relates to a augserticm 
made by Mr. DeJ^^ that we do fund part A of Utle VII of the mcL 

Part A was tntemfed to provnte fumb to State ftoveraro&ntSt 
State rehabilitation agencies, so that tl^y amid iHirdnase services 
necessary to help severely disabled people rewfa initepenctent living 
goals. 

Part B was eniMTted to providb a basis for establishing Centers for 
Inctependent Uving. I think it has fulfilled its purpose. We now 
have centers locat^ in every oi the Unicrn, It may be necea* 
sary to establ^ more in the future, so I wcmld reominiend main- 
taining part B at some level, but I think that the funding for these 
programs now shmild be ctelivered thrmi^ part A so that the 
States can purchase service frmn centm as tmy are i^eded. 

I would also like to suggert that priorities be ertabltshed within 
the National Institute for Handk»roed R^arch for tnd^ndent 
living as an area at rra^unch. I wouui like to suggest thai the Reha- 
bilitation Services Administraticm eatobliirii pri^Hities and technical 
assistance, using presently available mlaries aiMi expenses funds, to 
pr')vid^ technical assistance to indepemtent living centers* 

1 believe we need to e^ablish training priorities in the ar» of 
independent living, bcAh within the Rehabilitation Services Admin- 
tstration and the National Institute of Handi(^iq)ed Research, in 
order to provide sufficient personnel to i^afT the^ centers and to 
provide training to State agency personnel to better utilize these 
centers. 

Finally, 1 have one suggestion that I think, perhaps, is si^ifi- 
cant. I believe our research in the area of indepmdent living 
during the past 10 years wems to indicate a great savings in 
human p<rtenttal and a great savings in the FMeral budget could 
be made by reprograming certain entitlement funds which are now 
used to foster dependent, institutionalized living by people with dis- 
abilities to more progressive* independence-oriented programs of 
the Hort we are discussing here today. 

I would propose the appointment of a national a>mmission or 
study group to investigate and make recommendations for elimi- 
naling the many disincentives to independent living by disabled 
pefiple which are a result of Federal legislation, regulations, and 
programH 

In particular, this commission should be chaiiged with making 
recommendations to resolve the apparent inconsistenciw between 
c'#*rt4iin institutionHli/ed welfare entitlements and more independ- 
vnvv and pniductivjty-oriented rehabilitation programs, 

Mr Chairman, m<-mber8 of the subcommittee, I believe it is pcwh 
Hible to help people move out of nursing homes and State-supported 
institutions, move into the community, to be more productive, and 
t'Hjoy a bett^T <|uality of life, I believe it is pwsible to save money 
fn^m thene entit!f*ment prtigrams, and I believe we should be able 
li» transfer thme funds to more pn^rewive rehabilitation and inde- 
pendent living prt^rams.

Erograms that ate now being eaqs^ted for simply maintenance, to 
e used for independent living and as catalysts to allow pec»le to 
find ways to mipport tlKmsdves and then turn bade aremnd and 

wonder if tte (rtJter panelists wmild have any crammits or sug- 
gestions as to how that ccmki be best m;hteved, cnt if Mr« Friec^n 
would like to elaborate on that 

Mr DaJoMG. Obviously, representing the independent living pro- 
grams^ I support sucfi a amunissiem. As to the actual process erf set- 
ting up that commis^on, I am i»yt quite well versed emmgh to be 
able to assist ycm. 

I know that the incfependent living center operators would view 
this as tremendous progrero, though, and would totally agree that ? 
we ^mild move toward telping penom to be cm thmr own and in- 
creioing their G^i<HU for returmng to wwk, rather tiian juart; main- 
taining them within confined mvinmmcmta 

Mr. Frjeden. One of the problems we have is that it takes a 
great deal of resources and enex^y and perwmnel, a prdblem solv- 
ing capi^ility, in fsct, to help people nK>ve frmn an institutimial- 
ixed jBKftting into the conununity. 

^re are no real incmtivw to help m <to that at the present 
I think that if we could prove, for example, that somebody 
is now living in an imrtitutKm, supported with Federal dollars 
nursing home at the c»rt of roughl)r $1$,0(N) a j^ar, if we could 
^ ¥ some indicaticm that that same mdividual might be able to 
limi in the community at le» cost, thm there shmild be the powi- 
biUty to transfer the same amemnt of fumis to the center to help 

firovide those services and that a»istance in making that move 
ruin tY^ institution be^k into Uh^ coomiunity, and perhaps eventu- 
ally to gainful emplovment 

Mr* Sfrars Mr. Chairman, Repremntotive Bartlett, I think that 
NRA would support that concept very stn»^ly. Tl^ idea of wAng 
tl^e savings as emratially a measure of reinvestmmt in providing 
fn|ore opportuniti^ and options for indepemient living is an out- 
standing one. 

Alsc^ the establishment of a study Rroup of some sort amid very 
easily deal with the many techniral and very specialiiml prdblen^ 
that are associated with creating that kind dr a reinvestment siti»* 
tion. The idea is an outstanding one. 

Mr, Bartlbtt. For any of the mnelists, what sourcm of funds are 
currently available, other than recteral funds, far either the A^sb 
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Uvinti tVntff or othw Onters for Independent Living? Are there 
wurceH uf fundh oihvr than Federal funds today? 

Mr. Friehkn. Many of the centers are fiie€4iing private funds to 
help su|:^rt their protrramH, through private foun^tions, through 
fee for service payment when that is feasible. The fact is. however, 
that more than TiO percent of the disabled p^imlation in this anm- 
try m now unemployed. Most of those are people who need these 
Hervicm. (Consequently, they are n<rt able to pay for the services. 

We need to sul^dijoe th«ie services some way, either through 
grants from the Federal Government, through private foundiations, 
through suteiidized fee for service payment mechanisma. or throi^h 
private contributions. Most of the centers are i^;gressively pursuing 
each one of those aviMnues. 

Mr. DsJciNC*. I would aiso agree that there is a difTicuity with fee 
for wrvice directly to the ccmsumer. Our first 800 clients that we 
saw at Access Living had an average income of $227 per month, 
(^vtously. they were not able to both purchaw services and main- 
tain a lifestyle in the community. . 

Therefore, we do need to look for a purchase of service, possibly 
through the State n*habilitation agency; 50 percent of our bud^^t is 
through title VH. The other TjO percent we have gotten through 
fund raihing. The difficulty is to est^lish service as I stated. 

To be able to i^Ht^ihlish a prc^am and go out to private founda- 
tions all within the same year is virtually impossible. It tak^ tin^ 
to e^jtabUnh your credibility in a community. Particularly in a conr- 
munity the size of mine, that is so highly competitive for those pri- 
vate dollars, one must have a very well run program and be able to 
show the cost effectivenc^ of that program to the vmricms funding 
sources. 

Mr, SpfcARs. In my state we Are appnmching it sightly different* 
ly Our Minnesota legislature has shown considerable interest in 
providing a certain t^seline support for our Centers for Independ- 
ent Living. 

We have n-ceived in the last two biennial budget periods State 
funds that are used along with the Federal funds that have been 
made available to support centers. The State l^oslature is current- 
ly ainsidering a bill that would create a permanent sul^dy for the 
ivnters in our State. 

One of the things we have seen, and I believe it is true in otter 
parts of the country, is that to present funding requests to private 
funders, you need to demonstrate a minimum level support, so that 
in ennenw the private funders are adding on to the funding that is 
already available through puBlic sources. 

I'rivatf sinirces are \^ inclined to support organizations that 
«ltjn t have a foundation of public support, be it State or Federal, so 
wf in Minnesota are trying a slightly different approach. 

Mr BAaTi^mr Would shifting funding or increasing funding in 
part A. HHHiHt you in obtaining private sources or would it decrease 
th«* availabihty of private sciurct^ or State sources? 

Mr Spicarh It would not substitute for private funds. It would 
put on a m<ire stable, long-term Imsis the funding for the centers in 
the country. Part B is funded on a project basis. Each year a 
pnyect application has to he written, reviewed and approved. Part 
A funding, through the adnunistration of the State rehab agencies, 
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can be much more flexibto, can he much more simple in terms of 
(teUvering the p«^ie mt|i«(»t to the centers. 

I think that both Mr. Fr^^ aod Mr. TMwg woul<> agree that 
a boseUne erf" imblk saj^Kirt for .the conterB is critical, but it will 
never sufa^tute nor ever fill the entire financial need. There will 
always be need for private dcdlars, and the piddk ddhus can and. 
in fact, are brang used ri|^ now for tl» leveraging private iM- 
\ax% m«ie availo^ to the centers. ^ 

Mr. BABTunr. Having that stable. hH^Kerai source throu^ rart 
A would actually make it eas^ to raise monev, either firom Stote 
Of local govenunents or from fnivate sources? u th^ what you are 
saying? 

Mr. Speass. Yes. 

Mr. Babtleit. So you «^ld have an increased lenoaffe ctf Fetter- 
al fUmls. 

Mr. DbJot a. We m«ht add also, from the center vtewpoint. that 
it would cmte a cocqmrative rriatkmdliip betwem tlui craters aid 
tl» vDcatiMial rehab fluency within th«r ^te Uwt does wA ex^ 
in every State today. ' 

Many times the centers are viewed as the rerogwtes w the new 
kkis im the block and are not aco^p^ am a service deUveiy re- 
source and, therefore, I think fUnding part A would force a ooopel^ 
ative relattcM^p that does mate 

Mr. FaiEDEN. I think it is important not to jump <me way or the 
other, but to b^pn now to make a tranditiaii fhnn that peurt B <k^- 
pradenoe for the centers to part A fumling. Perhaps thk ymat the 
apiMnqiriiUMnu awkl rrilect a movfaamt in that directioii, finding 
both |»rt B am! iMut A, aoA evGoitiuillv we may get to ti» pmnt 
where we am suMowt the centers entirny thrmwi jpart A. 

Mr. BAirrunT. Cbe last ifwwific qtK!8ti<m far Mr. I^pears. 

With regard to Projects with Uidi^iy, the statute 1^ those 
Bgmdea with whimi U» owimisBiwier may mxtar into i^reements 
for t}» purpose of establishing JMintly fundbd fnno^ctB. 

It is my understanding there is some confusion regarding the 
status of State vocational rehabilitation ^enctes and v^iether the 
commissioner can cmter into agrecNi^ts with tiie Skate. 

Do you find that that needs some clarification? If so, how would 
;i^u clarify it? 

Mr. Si^iUi. I am not familiar with tlw nature of the jnoblem. It 
. very well could exut Prqjects with Indiuitries, I think, wimki be en- 
hanced by closer relationslups with the State rehah agenda, what- 
ever it would take to accmnplidi that. I am not familiar with the 
fine details of the law relative to that program. 

Mr. Bastuctt. So a closer relatkinship with the State agenctes 
wmild enhance the partnerdiip with projects with industry. 

Mr. SpgAM. Yes. 

Mr. Bartlstt. Ttumk you, Mr. Chairman.

Mr. Spears. Tim Oenters for Indepemfent living? 

Mr. WiLUABis. Yes. 

Mr. SmtAKB. NRA is a fvivate organizatim that does tuA ei^age 
m evaluation, nm- do we engB|» in any /very extemive ^tistical 
rejf»rting and developing <tf nationwide statirtics. We feel that that 
really is the responsibility of the Rehahilitation Services Adminis- 
tration. 

As I mentioned. I think that the RehabUitatKm Services Admin- 
istration ought to be clearly directed to develop nationwide reports 
ing systems which can thxtn be used evaluatimi medumwrn so 
that you and we together know exactly what our efforts are pro- 
ducing. 

Mr. WuxiAMs. Later in ywir testimony you make this statement, 
that we are coming into an era that hasoeen described man em of 
high technology. 

What woutdymi recommend we do to bring the benefits of tech- 
nplogv and research findings to bear on the problems faced by the 
dMaUed, including, of ccHirse. the most severely disabled peqrie in 
oui]f8ociety?

the handicaps arising from them are less critical in afliecting their 
dailv living needa and tl»ir emidoynwnt neethu

STATEMEVr OF MARfHU WAUCER. PRESIIIENT. NAtlONAL 
Ct)tJm It ON REHABILITATION EDUCATION, KENT, OHIO 

Ms. Wauskr. Mr. Chairman and members of tlw subcommittee, 
my name is Martha Lenta Walker, and I am here today remisent- 
inR the National Council on Rehalnlitation Education, which is a 
aroup of educators, researchers, tnOnen, and students whose pur- 
pose is to improve the quality of rehabilitation services through 
eduration and research. . 

Although the importance of training has been recognued for 
almost :!0 yeare in the field of rehabilitation, often the necewity for 
training has been overiocM. It is no easy job to asswt a disabled 
person in making a^ju^ents in living, learning, am working. 

It requires aomeone who is flexible, someone who has a firm, 
^unch belief in the capacity of tl» duabled person to live to their 
fullest potential, and who also believes in this society s commit- 
ment' to the right to work for every U.S. citiren and their Tight, 
also, to live as full a life as they can. , . .. ^ ^ . 

I would like today to introduce to you A<telie Pietsrak, w^is ac- 
companying me, who is an individual like many who have been re- 
cruited through Federal moneys and through efforts of rehabilita- 
tion educators to this rath»r difficult field. . , ^ j 

Adelle knows perhaps better than anyone and will be able to de- 
scribe much more clearly than I the importance of training, not 
only for a rehabilitation counselor, who is the key person in the re- 
habilitation process, but also the importance of training for herself 
as a student. 

I would like to ask Adelle at this point to tell you her story.

STATEMENT OF ADEU.E PIETSS5AK. M. ED. i'ANDIDATE. 
RKHAHILITATION CtH'N»ELIN«. KENT STATE UNIVERSITY 
Mh. Pictszak. Mr. Chairman, members of the subcommittee. I 
would like to briefly summarize my written statement, if that is all 
right, for the sake of tin». ^ 

The Rehabilitation Act of 1973 had a dramatic effect on my life, 
and I would like to tell you a little bit about that. 

As a person who h^ hsd a severe disability, muscular dystrophy, 
since infancv. I received most of my early education at home and 
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in iiwtituttons. Mihen I graduated frcrni adtool. I i^qdted far 
rehabilitation servicea in the State of New York. 

That was 22 years ago. At that tinuv imnriding fervioes for se- 
verely dtsidided jpetsana wan't lealljr a primity for tte r^udidUtfi- 
tion i^steni. I was ffenkxl i^vkss baaed <m a poor medteai imigiio- 
ala. aad also I brieve beemffite I was ««a%nwl to a omuttdcr «^ at 
that time seemed unable to meet my Meda. 

I rtniffiled for 12 yrars, Ihring a Ufe that was fh»tratii« B»i im- 
productive. I stayed at h«iie ii»st of tte tine and watched teievi- 
^n. I w» aUe to get a few small Joba that I could do at hmne, but 
for the most part I really dM vety little. 

I knew t could <fo more, so I applied for rehabiUtatkm services a 
second time, and ajgaln I was denied. Finally. 12 years lat«r, the 
third time I appl»d, I was rasigaed a ^laUlifld rehabiUtatkm coun- 
selor who had a master's digree, ami with her interventicm I km 
able to jet some services on a limited baskk 

In 1973. with ti» advent ot the preaoit Rehabilitation Act. my 
life r^ly chai^Eed. SliMe the as^ mam^^ the |»t)vM(m cS serr- 
ioea for setwrely dtsabtod person. I was i^ven aa^itoiwe so that I 
cmiM live in my own apartnmt, hire pernmal care attendants, and 
gotoodlege. 

In 1980 I received my bachelor's degree in psychology at Kent 
l^te University. I am currently froiku^ mi a nu^w's i^gree in 
rehabilitation counseling, and f also teach a sodokmr course at 
Kent State. Within a year I hope to receive my oertij^tkm as a 
qualified rehalnlitation oounn^. 

Mr. Chairman and membere of tl» mbconamittee, I am OM- 
vinced— no, I know— that without the as^stanoe of that Rehabilita- 
tion Act of 1973 and without the intervention of a qualified reha- 
bilitalion counselor. I would still be living that unproductive life. 
inrobaUy in a nurnng hmne.

The need for persons who are competent and who are committed 
to this fi^ is greater now Ibas it has ever been, and I wouhl lilw 
to say for three rraaoois. 

Fir^ tl» most recent cenmis fteures say that there are 26 mU- 
lion adults in the United States who have a work disalnUty. mean- 
ing that their work has been interrupted or discontintnd becat»e 
of disalHlity. 

Mr. MtmPHY. What is that figure? 

Mrs. Walkeb. The census figure is 26 million fiir work disabil- 

RehaNlitatimi cminselors are tranai t i ff nal agmts, tlw pe»«is 
who can get those people back to work. At this time, rehauUtation 
counselii^ programs imduce approximately 1,500 graduates annu- 
altv. That means to me that there is a clear need. 

Second, the nature <rf the population served by the rehabilitation 
program has chai^fed. Yw have hmtd th» momii^ I think lirMn 
several smirces that the Rehabilitation Act of 1973, which focused 
on severely disabled persona, increased the difficulty foctor of refaar 
bilitation. Coupled with our economy, which today makes entry 
into employment even nwre diflkult for a di«Med person, these 
are two severe difficulty factors that show the need for a qualified 
person. 

Finally, we have hai damage to this rehsAnlitation cdtKatum TOt- 
work in the past 5 years. In 1979 the funding level was sudi that 
whra we compare it to 1983 in rral dollaiB, reludBlitatifni training 
has lost 39 percent of the funding that was then present. 

The rwult of that is that we have a little more than half the 
numbers of universities providing training pn^rams for rehabilita- 
tion counseling funded through Federal dollars than we had m 
1979. That is damf«e to a system that was built over 30 yearB, and 
it n severe. 

I think that that translates into need for the system and need for 
qualified personnel, and I would like to suggest that the reauthon- 
aation of the Rehabilitation Act of 1973 should reHect our mutiral 
concern about the quality <rf service and the qualifications of Uie 
service provider. 

The National Council on Rehabilitation Education wwild Uke to 
sugB^ one smali, but very important amendment to Uie Reh^ih- 
tation Act. We propose that the word "qualified" be inserted before 
the word "personnel" wherever it api^re. 

We define the word "qualifwd" to mean certification and/or li- 
censure by the apprt^iriate State and^tional certifying body, such 
as the American Board for Certifif;|m in Orthotics and Prosthet- 
ics, the American Board of Phys^ fl^dkine and Rehabilitation, 
the American Occupatiimal Therapy Association, and the Oomnus- 
Sion on Rehabilitation Counselor Certification. 

Inclusion of this terminology would provide specific standards for 
every number of the rehabilitation team, improving all rehabihti^ 
tion clients' chances of receiving qualit> services from a broad 
rah^ of qualified individuals. 
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Finally Mr Chiiirman, our paramount request is that the Heha- 
btlttation Act be extended for a^tnimum of 3 years with increased 
authorixations for the rehabilitation training program. SpedllcaUy, 
w recommend autborizatbns rf $25.5 mUlioa in fiscal year 1984, 
ms miUton in flscal year 1985. and 935.5 mUiion in fiscal year

Recause of 
the 1973 Congressional mandate for serving the severely hmdicapped, 
the rahabilitacion wrker has increased responsibilities for serving 
Che severely disabled who are trying to enter an ecmoolc system 
that is less peinwiabla than ever befbce. These are more difficult 
rehabilitations which require the accention of well prepared 
prnfes Siena Is to achieve a svH:ceasful outcoaa. Also, limited case 
service dollars mean chat rehabilitation counselors mist take on 
additional functions. For example, they are called upon to perform 
appraisal and counseling, jrather than purchasing these services 
frcfflj psychologists or medical screening teams. These activities 
require solid training to be accurate and productive. 

The need for training to meet new priorities is not limited 
to those Just saitering rehabilitation professions. Continuing 
education is needed Co ensure that personnel already in the field

The Nirtioaal Aawx^ton of BehabOititfioB FiaeiUties is ti» pri- 
mary «!fltii?*f»^ otSBniz^kn of oommonity-based voeathaal and 
medical refaaHlitatiim fediitiea. These organizatiims are vocational- 
ty oriented, pnrviding a wide raofe of servioeB to i^ysieaUy and 
mmtaUy luuBdkapped pereeos, ind i i di M evalusthiB, tastins. sUlla 
training, work aiMmmt tnifaiing, shelttood empkmnent. and job 
placonent In additimi, many hoai^tals and ffaha bi H t B t lon oentera 
pnraide reetoratiiw aoA rdnbiUtation care to persons who are 
f^tm^calhr dia^l^ML 

The rehabiUtatkm program has always been a coopemthw agree- 
ment between the F^M^ral Goveramsnt, the States and the thou- 
sands <rf' iRtvale, mmpn^t fi^littea inovMinv these aaykxa to dia- 
aMkfd peofriie. 

As much as one-third, Mr. Oiainnan, of the persons served 
under this act, and an equal anraunt of dollars, have been sp^t an- 
nually in tl^ commimity, nonprofit rehabilitation iMiUtks and 



tliese facititiea are the basic community sooroe of servkea for 
dtod^ persons and h^torfealfy have beem a catalyst for ^ iewm- 
opment of new aid innovativB refaaUUtatkm wognm. 

The Rehabilitation Act was writtcm with that in mind, and the 
partku^ secthm si Urn act, the innovatitm aad mpBst^in grants 
section, has been used to stimulate these new and creative ap- 
proaches to rihabilitatkm. 

Title m of the act authoriaes construction and loan promms for 
facilities. These and other programs, in c ludi ng pnrfects with indus- 
try, wrane intoided to act as a irtimulus to ertamiffiB ti» moat 

The Presklent'a 1984 budget has proposed that sendees to severe- 
ly dkabled be increased to 64 percrat of hidivMuote served. BSost of 
these individuals will at soma time in thdr anvke specUinn be 
served in a coromuiiity-based refa^^litatkxn focilify. 

When the act was last amenM in 1978, wten independrat 
living, community aorvioBs and sevwal o«ier provkkms w«pe ad^ 
to the act, there w«v certain features which we had hoped in the 
succeeding yeare mii^ be ghren attentkm. SpeciacaUv, we had 
hopes that the loan program whk;h was authorised un<to- the act 
mkAa recdve imfdaBOntatkm. That has nxA oeexana. 

%»eifk authorisatkn levels w«e set for the faa^ »ate pri^ 
grams in the 1978 amendmenta. replacing the formula wfakh would 
luive allowed the prognun to grow with inflation. Many |m»am 
autlMHixattons were nomn at tto tevel Akt ftuMhni; th^r hm re- 
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ceived in fiscal year 1981. Theae pragraiiis included rmucfa. train- 
ingand independent living. 

The Reconciliation Act specified that certain other prasnuns 
W*re not authoriased to receive appropriaUcofi in fiscal year 1^ or 
ntk^ year im These programs include evaluation, innovation 
and expulsion. Sidlity cmBixvaixm, vocat&mal tndning services, 
comprehensive centers, community swvke (snf^Dwrnent, and com- 
prehensive indepradent linag servto. 

We mjmt the reauthorisatKm of the RdiaUlitatiim Act 
through fiscal year 1988 and would like to bring specific attention 
CO the unportance of these special programs within the act 

The board of directos of our association have adopted a position 
that m^jor changes in the RehabUitattoii Act are nM wammted at 
this tinie. lliere afe, however, aemal nMidifkaticM^ to tlM act 
which we feel would strengthen the Rehabilitatitm Act sixd en- 
hance services to disabled persot^. 

If these reoommendathms are adapted, rdiabilitation fim^ties 
will continue to provide the services necessary for oontmued im- 
provement erf* services to disaUed Amerkana. 

Among the specific imv^ons whkh we have referenced in our 
written teRtimimy rabmitted for the record, and whteh I would like 
to highlight this rooming, auffi^nt authorisation levels should be 
set for bask State grante and other oarts of the RehaNlitatkm Act 

Language should be added to make it dear that the autlMirjasa- 
tion for basic State grants is an entitlement and is not subjject to 
reduction by the Appnqiriations Ccanmittee if States are unable to 
meet the Federal share.

Administrators td Vocational S^ial^tation of $1,087 Inllkm for 
fiscal year 1984 and the suhse#«it figures in fiscal ymr 1985 and 
fieral year 1986 are supported by our araodation m well.

Inflation hm eroded much of the inirclusing power d inereraea 
to the rehabilitation basic State grant program over the past sever* 
al years.

These biereased coirits, 
coufried with sdded osts of wmidng with a m«re severely dkslilM 
pf^atkm. have resulted in a ikcrease in tl» numlar of persom 
served and rehabilitated.

Much imigrma has also been made in adapting training pro- 
grams and special equipment to the needs of handicapped persona. 
Fc»r many vears, hoi^vnr, efforts to g(^ these iwndk aju m ed fenom 
into jobs did not receive the same eroph aafa that evaluatiuQ and 
training received. Pro^vta with indu^ry emfrfiarifles dosure tit the 
rehalMlTtation process. 
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i*WI has demonstratwl that with concerted eflbrts severely dis- 
abled persttis can be placed into competitive ^oba much more quick- 
ly and at lowwr costs than had pievfously been expa-tenoed. The 
' »«y to the pnuects with industry omcept has been the invoiveinent 
^ of the bi^mra community in ttwrehabiUtationjmcess. 

Natioaally, PWI pngtam have pl^ed over S0.00O disabled per^ 
sons into oompeUUve jobs. The average salaiy paid to the PWI 
graduates has hem ever »jQOO per year. Seventy^ve peivent of 
the dteabled persons enrolled in PWI were in fact placed. 

The iaDBl to the Federal Oovemment has been less than $1,000 
per piacenwnt The f^edend funds were supplemented by other 
^ate ai^iocal fum^ hidutfiag vocattonal rri^^tatkm fkutib. 
Over 11^ bus i n e s s es have partldiatod in the PWI program. The 
program has imwen its worth over 10 years by |4^ng a h^^ 
percentage of hamUcapped persons into |»ivate sector jobs at a 
lower cost to the Federal Government than any other job training 
or placement program. 

A community service empkgrmimt pilot innogram waa added to 
the act in 197H. Patterned after the <Hiler Amerkans Act, it would 
have promoted useful employment oppmrtunitira in public and non- 
profit agencies providing community servkss. 

In these Umes of h%h unempkqrnimt, handicapped persons have 
a partanilarly difficult time fimU^ empkQrenrat. ^le reauthoriza- 
tion should direct imptementatiim of th& mrognun, wh^ hw gnw 
unaddreesed since bebg adied to tlw act b tiie 1178 amendmenta 

Research regarding the devdopmrat and ifflpromeiit rsh*- 
mutative treatment methods and rehi^itation «igiiic»rii« meth- 
ods and devices is critical to an effiscthre rehalSUat&m service 
system. The National Institute of Handicapped Research is under 
new leaderriitp. and its programs are beii^ adminktered well. The 
imrfton we now face is essratially «me nt inadequate fiimndal re- 
sources. 

In this fiscal year, only 50 percent of the amdieations recmn- 
mended for funding msn fkmted. Majm fundSng incrcmsee are 
neetted in fiscal year 1^ ami future years to support meritorious 
ai^lications and to initiate and expand miw laograms in research 
training and unall investigator-initiated grants.

Mr Cox Mr Bartlett, if I may. Our data is largely aneodoua. 
W« lack a natumal aggre^te data base to thoroughly document 
uiwMt need, but our experience led us to believe that as many 
m three to four times tte number of peraons fa^ served in ftciU- 
tiea are aMe to be served because of the lack of available fund- 
wg Uiroui^. the State ag^ides who purchase the servjces or pay 
for the training slots. 

There is a ^piificant unmet need at the community tevel whkh 
ti» ^cencMss then seek to have met thrm^h othw fundij^ aouKce, 
includmg charitable donations within the community. We have no- 
ticed over the years that a reported unmet need of three to four 
tmira the current number being served is bemg experkoMed in our 
community agencies. 

Mr. Bastlstt. other question very quickly, and that is with 
r^ard to the projecta with mdustiy. PWl. Is it your conclusion 
that aate agencies should be permitted to compete for those part- 
nerships and for those grants? 

I wonder what information you might have to help determine 
wbrther we n«»d a clarification in law to permit &ato agenciea to 

Crttcipate with PWI's. Tlwre are some 18 States, I am told, that 
ve applied and been denied because the ^tute, or at teast the 
a(lmmistratt«is interpretatkm of the statute, doesn't permit it 

Mr. Cox. where a ^te agency can show an effective liaison 
with industry, the orivate sector partnership that is the intent of 
theact, I feel that their application should be favorably conudered. 

The primary problem has been the limited amount of apmwri- 
ation avaiUble for projects with ir^w.-try and the many good oppoi^ 
tunities to form parUwrships «r:th inoustry. There has Im great 
sumiBB working haml in hand with speiiflc sectors of industry. 

Tliere have been problems where prefects have been developed in 
states and grant applicants have not mtequately coonUn^ed with 
9tate agencies in the aj^licatiim tAi^. 

I believe this problem has been improved significantly, particu- 
lariy m Um» last 2 years, but I would not see any problem with 
!>tate agencies being considered as an applicant for Uiese fUnds if 
the appropriate link with indu^ had been formed and if it, in 
fact, was not supplanting other State vocational rehabilitation le- 

Mr. BARTLrrr. You would not (teny State agencies the ability to 
compete for those private sectcM- grants? 

Mr. Cox. That has been the process, a competitive grant process, 
and there have been far more applications than there have been 
rraources available. 

Mr. Baktubit. Thank you. 

A very good |»ne!. Mr. Chairman. Thank you. 

Mr. Murphy. Thank you. Mr. Bartlett. 

To carry that one step further, do you have any specific recom- 
mendations on how we can improve the coordination between the 
btate agencies and the pUwement in Projects with Indimtry so that 
It is not just a haphazard plwement? 

Mr Cox. Mr. Chairman, you recall the A-76 proces in the past 
has required Federal grant applicants at the State level to coordi- 
nate with appropriate agencies within the State. 
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White these conrdiiiatkm requireinnits nu^ imA be the sane 
today as th^y have been in reeent yean, aa apiaopriate retpiire- 
meat for any api^kaBt under PWI would be to notify the State VR 
smeaef in the State from which they are an^ying of thnr intent; 
aW there should be indua^ of representatives firera State voca- 
tional rehalnlitntkm agenciee in the panels that review these com- 
p^tive ^jplkatioaB Mth RSA. 

I bel»ve that the coordmirtkm Uaiaon, the onnmunication prob- 
lem. has impraved ^ificantly in the last couple years, but 
there has been a proton in State agencies not knowing, in fact, if 
there mm a PWI grant application or smnetinws until the (tato or 
award that it was «miing into that »ate. Diis should be minimiaed 
thftni^ better coromuni<^i(» Uaism betwem the api^lkant and 
the State agencies. 

Mr. MuvHT. I>> you have any infermat^ on what percentage 
of PWI irfaoementB test year were eeverelv disal^ted? 

Mr. Cox. No, I do not, but we wiii certainly look into that

Im't it true that in each fkcal yrajr ttm« b Bome aiippmtt be- 
cause we do not ooor^nate the fiscal year of the States witti the 
Federal fiscal year and that these are not really nnmeys that are 
not needed or that oould not be matched? 

Mr. Com. No, sir. It is not a qucetimi th^ the ^ifMopriatii^ are 
iBot needed. Tlwy are needed* and incrsMra, in fiut. are needed. It 
is a imUem which can be attributed injmrt to the fiscal year that 
will differ from State to State from the Federal fkcal year. 

Many States begin their fiscal year without any real 
of what their final afpropriatkma for that year will be. This has 
led many tin»8 to oBBsatiaa itf SMvioes in tfw seoinid or third quar- 
ter because of the uncertain^ of appn»riat&m or to the dumping 
of funds into grants in the final days of the last quarter. Thfa is a 
rather ineffwiimt management aykma, and it la perpetuated in 
l«rt by the differiooes in final years.

I am sure 
the State adminlstratora would wdoon» the ^^tnlunity to com- 
ment <m that when they testify. Th&t ontld perhaps afieviate Msne 
of the uncertainty whidi interferes with good mam^en^t at the 
State level of the appropriations.

In Hscal year 1^1 the mean weekly eamii^ at closure ot se- 
verely disalrited rehaUlitanto with earninffi was, $148. For the mm- 
seve^ely disabled, $168. 

Over onehalf id the severely di»bled rehabilitante received less 
than tlw Fedmd minimum wage in 1981 while 21 neromt received 
no wages at all at case cksmire. Current law wn|ny (toes ncA pro^ 
vide a&qimte mcraitives for State reAi^ilitatimt Bg^nx^ and pro* 
fessiomils to prov^ services that prodwe lining ftimt&mal ami 
economic imiependence at the higrart pce^lde levels to ti» miM 
severely disabted dtents. 

Regardltts d perftmnance, the £kates receive their funds wcord- 
ing to a formula based mi populatkm ami per cafato income. Hie 
current measure oi miccras used by tte fngnm msigm credit mi, 
we believe, an overly ^mplistic basis, by oomldning into a single 
category emplqyrmnt in tm competitive ioh nmiket^ and stoltered 
workshops, unpaid wmk €i towmakere, and unpaid fomUy work. 

Several audits and evaluatim reporto hme abo ii^icated that 
changes are needed in tti^ cunnmt rehabilitatimi ayiAem to improve 
rehabilitation outcomes, especially for th^ most severely disabled

In l.Mi thf (;i«n»Tal At-countinR Office reported to the Senate 
>ulK-ominiUee un the Hundicapped that since counselore have tra- 
ditiunaJly been rated on the basis of the number of pereons they 
rehabihtate and the severely disabled are more costly to rehabili- 
tate, counselors would naturally have some reluctance to allocate a 
siKnincttnt portion of their resources to rehabilitating the severely

GAO noted that rehabilitation counselors believed that a system 
which accounted for the coat and difTiculty (rf the cases would give

There have been several other studies in recent yeare that make 
the none points and we wiU submit those fc the record.

The bill would retain and improve the provisions which provide 
protections and rights for the haiuUcappai. The IhII would retain 
requirements relating to the priority for providing services to the 
**^i!i^verely disabled, the individual!^ written rehabiHtation pro- 
gram* the availability of personnel trained to onnmunicate in the 
client's native language, the prohibition against residency require- 
ments, the review of sheltered workshop dwures, and affirmative 
action for the employment of qualified handicaf^ied individuals. 

The bill would rev'<ie appeal procedure concerning State review 
<rf agency determinations, to include both determinations concern- 
ing eligibility of an individual as well as the appropriates^ of the 
rehabilitation services provided. 

The biii would also add a provision requiring the State JG^ncy to 
provide client assistance services to all cliente and client appli- 
c:ants, including information and advice omceming the benefits 
available under the act, a^istance in fmrsuing Iqgal, miministra- 
tive, or other remedies under this act, and appropriate refemds to 
other State and Federal prt^frams. 

In addition, the bill includes a new provision protecting the confi- 
dentiality of personal infjt '-mation provided by clients to counselors 
and ^encies. 

In order to pnivide for the continued development of a compre- 
hensive and coordinated prq^am of handicapped research and tl^ 
dissemination of information on the most effective practices, title II 
authorizing the conduct of handicapped research through a Nation- 
al Institute of Handicapped Research, is retain^ under the bill 

A variety of existing discretionary programs are included in title 
in under a single authorization of appropriation. The purpose of 
title III IS to authorize grants for projects of national or regional 
Hignificance or projects that meet the unique needs of special 
handicapped populations. 

Although we are not proposing to change the scope or type of ac- 
tivitifs funded under these authorities, we are proposing some 
Tn<KliticationH F'^r example, we are proposing to extend eligibility 
tor grant.s and contracts undei these activities to for-profit on(ani- 
2ations We are also proposing to eliminate specific matching rates 
and to authorize the use of Federal funds to ^y all or jmrt of the 
i-mi of pnyec ts funded under these pn^ams. 

For th*- Umfivr ti»rm it i.s the administration's goal to reoi^nize 
Fe<leral State d»*liv(*ry of rehabilitaticm servues by returning reve- 
nue miunes and full prqi?ram authority to thf States. On February 
HI tht' administration transmitted proposed li^lation to the Con- 
i^n^ that would give States the option of designating a number of 
pn^'fams for turnbat k durmg the pi*riod of lf>84 through 1988. 

The viicatiuna! rehabilitation prt^ram is incluAHl in the list of 
pnigrams that may bf* designated by participating StatM because 
the administration believes the ultimate responsibility for rehabili- 
tating the disabled population can appropriately be awumed by the 
Stati*s 
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Rehabilitation services have long been delivered by State agen- 
cien. States can best d«st*Tinine the needs of their own citizens and 
the means of making them emploiyable. 

In summary, we believe that the administration's proposal would 
un^nove rehabilitaticm (mtccmies for Htm disabled by enhaiuang 
both tiM iiicentive and the capability of State i«;eneies to make the 
most effective use of Fttfefal, ^te. and local resources in serving 
the disabled. 1 d be happy to answer any questions that you may 
have. .

Mr tkjNN. Mr. OMigressman, the States are presently permitted 
to participate in projects with industry prwrams under action 110 
of title I of the Rehabilitation Act. At the State level they have the 
full flexibility to develop their own PWI programs and many have 
don** so. 

Thi* Htutut*' does not state that ^te VR agenci€» are to be par- 
ticipant* in the discretionary PWI program. 

It 18 intended, and I think appropriately so, to ^ress the needs 
of how to develop rehabilitation capabilities and components 
within the private nector. and that's what we're trying to do at this 
time with that discretionary program. 

Mr. Bartlett. So at the present time a State agency is prohibit- 
ed fron applying for a discretionary prc^m under PWI?

Mr. Bamtlkit. Two days ago I suppose we all received a commu- 
nication from the Vice Preddent on sectini S04 that the adminie- 
Crati<Ni contraiplates no changes in the regulatory stnKture of SCM> 
and I wonder a you coukl orofinn that this morning or coufal you 
tet! us what the status is? Do you anticipate that there will be no 
regulativy changes in 504 dunng this session or this year or the 
next 2 years or iot the foreseeabte future? 

Mr. BAUiR. No; we dim't antidpate any change. 

Mr. BARTurr. You have sugg^ed, in your testimcmy and in the 
bill, thit removii^ d*— and I cfco't have the number to r^r 
to— removing certain minimum servkes. I wonder if vihi could 
elaborate on that smiewhat and describe Imiw that wmila imfRove 
the program. 

Ua^ CiCH»wsKi. Currently th» ^tute reouires the State i^emses 
to make available a vartety id aervkes* indudii^ cmumling, tomin- 
ing. and evaluation. We have eliminatod the ratuircsmmt that th» 
States provide tl^e specific services. Thte m not to suggest that the 
S^tes would m^ in the eimrcise ai thmr discre^m, dtoose to pro- 
vide these services, but we thoi^t it was aniropriate to give the 
States the broadest discretion to put together a servk? package 
that they think is most appropriate to achieve rehabilitation ou^ 
ctrnies for their dknts. 

With our emphasm on outcome, we thoui^t the ^tes should 
have the flexibility to determine what m the best way of meeting 
ttmt goal and achkvii^ those outcomes for individuals. 

Mr. BARTurrr. So it would leave it to the States to set that appro- 
priate level of services as they omnpete for the grants 

Ms. CfCHOWSKf. Yes. Chir amendments would put the emph^w of 
the program on rehabilitation outcomes. We are proposing chan^ 
because we've been co nc erne d that tl» current law does not nve 
encMgh attenticm to out^romes. Currently, the ddlniticm of rriiabili- 
tation does not distingukh between pla£em«its in ccnnpetitive em- 
plojrment and unpaid work. A cminwlor is given aredit for a suc- 
cessful rehabilitation regardless of the type of job the individual is 

K laced in, regardless of the length of employment. If the individual 
as retained employment for GO di^ the placement is counted m 
a successful rehaoilttation. 

What we're proposing to do is to change the statute so that there 
will be more attention paid to the quality of the outcome that is 
Hchieved In doing «». we think it's appropriate to jpve the States 
increaHed discretion in determining the kind of services thev think 
an* most appropriate for achieving those outcomes.

Mr. Conn. For quite some time the successive ccnnmissionerB of 
Rehabilitation Services have met with the Council of StaU Admin- 
istrators of Vocational RehabUitation. The ^te administratwB 
fnnn time to time have identified what I think ia a serixNis i»ob- 
lero, and that is the infltwnce of the Federal Government on the 
operations of rehabilitation activities at the State level. 

We are simply trying to give the ^tes more flexibility and we 
have found over the yraus, eqiedolly in the |MSt 5 to 10 years, that 
the amount of dialog and eoapeniMm betwem c(»»tiUimt groups 
of disabled people, ottier prc^essionals in the field of rehabilitaticm, 
and the State directors, has incrs^sd and improved dramatically 
and that the States iww are n»dy to do an exceUmt yAi of fiilly 
administering the programs at their level, with all the flexilnlity 
that they need. ^

Mr. Baktlktt. One la^ fadual questifm, if you know the answer.

It gi\vs me great pleasure to present to you today an outstandmg 
professi mai in the field of vocational rehabilitation. Commiwioner 
KlmiT (' Barti'Is will be testifying before you in a few minute on 
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the valuable contribution the Rehabilitation Act of lir73 has made 
to the phvwailly and mentally handicapped peraons in the Com- 
monwealth of MasswhusetUi. 

In 1977 Elmer Bartels was appointed by Gov. Michael Duka- 
kis as CommwBioner of the Massachusetts RehabilitatHm Commis- 
sion. Smce then great ^vances have been made in providinir 
much-needed services for eligible diaabted persons. Thrmigh tiiis 
sucossful program and through the efforts of Hmer Bartels. 
handicapped people have been put to work. In fact, Vm pleased to 
report that this y^r alone over 4.600 handicapped pereons have 
been placed m suitable posittcms in Massachusetts. Tliis haa re- 
duced thetr (tepemtency on programs such as suppleuiental security 
inomie and the social security disability insurance, while inciw 
ing their own financial independena>. 

Here is a program which will assist those in need and which, 
with relatii^ly vi^ry little money, will help those people become self 

Tf'^ f^.^Hj^'' spent on such services. §10 in benefits 
are generated to offset this expendttune. 

pwprogram has proven itself to be cost-effective and invalu- 
aWe^ There can be no argument to refute the need for this program 
on the basis of its Ki-year successful track record. I nave cwnmitted 
my support to the Rehabilitation Act of 1973 and I urge you to do 
the same and to give your full attention to the man who helped 
cfintribute ao much to making this program the success it is today 
May I introduce to ymi the Commissioner of the MaG»«;husetta Re^ 
habiiitation (Commission, Elmer C. Bartels. Thank you again for 
your courtesy and your kindness here this morning. I'll see you at 
the Appropriationa Committee. Commissioner Bartels. 

Mr. Bastki^. Yes. 

Mr. CoNTK I II be there. Mr. Chairman and Commissioner Conn, 
when you need me. 

Mr MuRPHV. We're happy to have you in that capacity. Mr. 

Thank you verv much. Mr. Conte. We will get to Mr. Bartete* tes- 
timony shortly I do have one or two questions remaining for the 
administration. 

The adminbtration has proposed to apply an incentive mecha-

Mr Bai'kr WhU. I think to some extent there is a danger in the 
program as it t» currently conducted of what may be called cream- 
ing Without any competitive procedure at all in the program, 
Stati-N may. m f»ict. take limited dollars and apply them to the 
m»*st i.a«ily rehabilitated cawt. Something of the same danger may 
fxwt to some extent in our proptwal. but at k-oat we are trying to 
guarantee that a significant portion of funds be awarded on the 
basLs of service to the mtist severely disabled and creaming, to the 
extent it takes place, would at least take place in that category 
that mmt needs the a-ssistanci- 
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Mr. MuEfiiv But you would be encouraging the creaming by 
your method of reimburBefnent. mibea^ than enamn«in^ Uie i^tes 
to treat every severely handtcaiqped pmwim with fqtial fervw. Itiey 
are going to attempt to im^fwe their wetted closures. Thata 
really creaming. 

Mr. Baukr. well, by definition, uncter our proposal, one-tiiird of 
the money will be awarded <m the iKuaa of perfwrnance in rehal»li- 
ti^ing the seiverely dted^.

Mr. Conn. Mr. Chairman. I might point out that the pnAlem of 
<ksUing with the ei»y rdu^litatMo la <me that was addressed by 
tl» GAO in the pmrt ami in their BMst reooit rqmt. We discussed 
diat with our own staff ai»l we also called in renrescntativte fhun 
the Council of State Admini^tors of Vocati<8iiil RdiaUUtation to 
see what the situation was ao that we om^ reqNmd to tlw OAO: 

We found that t)» ^te directms have aaito an excel^t eflOTt 
to reduce the ammint so-called cvramh^ gdjog <m, to a pc^t 
wlM^re it is almoA nm^tkiteot Our efR»t here k a abme oae to 
comply with t'..e recommendations of GAO. Incidentally, we were 
not asked by the GAO to reqpimd in writing to tlwir r ecwnmero l- 
ations. but we're gl^ we have the (W^tunity to ck ao today in 
testinHmy. 

Our efibrt here is a sincere effort to «id anot)»r incentive to 
allow the State directors to direa their be^ efforts toward meeting 
the nee<b (rf* severely handicapped pec^^. 

Mr. MuBPHY. Your proposaJ does nn^ say the "most" seventy 
handicapped. It just says the "severdy handicapped". You have 
also jitft pointed out. another reaatm why I'm reluctant to chai^ 
the presmt language. Ycri have indioited the great success that 
the State directors have had in not skimming, not taking the 
cream, not taking the best, that they have reduced "creaming to a 
minimum. 

Mr. Conn. Yes, 

Mr Muarav. And I'm afraid that your proposaJ is going to en- 
courage creaming, as we refer to it 

Mr. Conn. Well, we wcnild respectfully d«Bi«ree. sir. We feel that 
that's the type of an incentive that could be used very well. 

Mr Murphy. It's an incentive to show a better statistics rate and 
not a better rehabilitaticm pron^. 

Mr. Conn. No, sir. , 

Ms. CfCHOWSXi. Mr. Chairman, if I may add to that The States 
may have made progresB with respect to accepting severely dis- 
abled clients and getting them into the carload and, in fact, clos- 
ing them as successful rehabilitants. 

What we're concerned about is the quality of the case closure. 
The current program does not wldress the kind of clmure. or the 
retention nf employment. 

A State tMjency gets credit for closing a case as succesrful r^ard- 
lew of the type of j<A the individual wm placed in, and that's the 
emphasis we're proposing to p^t into 1fl<e pn^ram. We believe that 
credit for a closure should take into account luA only the wverity 
of the disability but also the kind of job and the «wwe level. We 
think this will better a»ure that severely disabled individuals are 
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«iven the mnximum opportunity ior piocpracnt in competitive em- 
ptoyment. 

Mr. MuBPMY. Well, I laud your goats m you state them but it 
concerns me What if we have States with high unemployment 
rates and they work feverishly and then they are penalized because 
there 8 no place to put even non-handicapped workera into mean- 
mitful employment? 

We would be takiiw mone^ away from progTams that in the long 
run could be successful but in the riiort run won't show the ^tis- 
ttt» to get the dollars for the next year. This again would lead to a 
greater mcentive to skim. I guess we want to accomplish the same 
puipQse. but we don't agree on the paths. 

Mr. Conn Mr. Cliainnan, I went thrcR^h this process after being 
injured on active duty with the Air Foree in 1957 in the State of 
Illinois. First at Scott Air Force Base near Representative Simon's 
area. 

We have worked in the past in the State :!!inois as colleagues 
on this very subject of assisting disabled people. «ipscially those 
wh<» ure f verelv disabled. With two baccalaureates and a semester 
«»r law whfiol fbllowing Air Force service. I came out as a paraple* 
K»c and it took me 2 years and 175 interviews to get the first job 
that I had. 

J ^S^"*"*.*" ^hat. I have listened to the desires of my fellow 
dMabted people in Illinois, and the States of Washington. Mary- 
land, and Virginia, and I have heard them ask for more help, fewer 
disincentives, and greater incentives for the importunity to find a 
job for which they are qualified, at or above the minimum wage. 

We are trying to ijive the rehabilitation ^ndes the credit for 
doing that type of a quality placement, to the best of our ability, 
and nothing less than that. We feel that's a very Uwlable goal. 

Mr MisRPHY. Well. 1 think it is a laudable goal, I really do, and I 
don t want to nit-pick with you, Mr. Conn. You've gone through it 
and you know your business better tha.i I, but wt/uldn't it be far 
better to provid«- all the necessary rehabilitation services and not 
depend on statistics? 

You went for 17.5 interviews. Why should we hold that negative 
.HtatiHtic against the State of Illinois so that it would not receive 
what It ntfdH to conduct a pn^ram while you are a negative statis- 

Mr. Conn By improving the placement process, by providing an 
»n^ntjve, by stream-lining, we can reduce that. 

Mr Mirariiv. I just don't know whether a placement process im- 
pr«v».m#'nf will be tHwmpIished by saying you don't get the money 
It you d«n t place them. 

Ms CifHowsKi. Mr. CHiairman. regardless of whether Congress 
chfMJsesi to adopt any of the changes we are proposing, thf re contin- 
ue« to be a copRiderable interest on the part of b^ the Congress, 
our Hgenry. itnd the State legislatures in the stati^ics and that's 
our ctmvt'rn There has been too much focus on the sheer numbere. 
numbers of rehabilitations, numbers of closures, and not enough in- 
terest m the quality of the closure. That's our point here today, 
that, unfortunately, couniwlors are rated and judged on the bc»is of 
th««. numbers by the State legislatures, by the Congress, and that 
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nc^ enough attention » paid to the kinds of the imlividuals are 
pfaced in smA whether or noi they r^ain their yA» over time. 

Mr. MuBPMY. OK. . . . - 

Do my colleagues have any questions aS the ftdministration? ^ 

Mr. &M0N.7u^ an ofaeervatkm. As I look at the spires of the 
numbers who are served* and the total cases served, it appears to 
me that what we need is not so much incentive as just plain old 
doUan out there to set the job done.

Bfr. SmoN. My instinct, my observation, is the pec^e who are 
wwking in this field really do not lack motivation. The motivation 
w there. But we need to give them the tools.

Mr. MiiXEB. I don't quite umtorstand the statement about the 
goals you're trying to achieve. The ragrostioa wmiM seem to be 
that the people who are involved in this imoess today are only 
finding crummy jobs tor people.

Mr. Conn. The rehabilitation f»ld has had a problem wiUi defi- 
nttions for quite some time, as the program has become more so- 
phisticated, as the law has been broaitened, ami as more e^sento 
have been brought into the act, such as hi the RelnbUitbtion 
Amendments c" 1974 and 1978, the scM»lled civil righto portsm. et 
cetctra.

for indepen<fent living, those kinds of itenw that would allow, per-

Mr. MiLLKR^ Well, it seems to me that under your block grant 
that s*-rvices for independent living, all this gets mixed with a lot 
of other funding You have this incentive on placement while post- 
employment services has become somewhat le^ of a priority.

Mr. j Bartels. Thank you, Mr. Qiairman. It's a pleasure to be 
with ywi and with members of this l»morable mibcommittee. I 
would also hke to formally thank Coi^ressman Conte from Massa- 
chunettfl who has been so helpful to the rehabilitatton pragram 
through hm membership on the House Appropriations Committee 
and particularly his leader^ip in the area of dis^Uty with re- 
spect to the other programs of this Nation, particularly the social 
mrunty profrram. 

I think this subcommittee has an outstanding history of support- 
iHK the vocational rehabilitatMm program. I would personally like 
to thank you for that and also on behalf of the Council of State 
Admin»trators of Vocational RehahUitation. 

Our council represents the State directors of every program in 
thia »iuntry. We are an oiganization committed .to be supportive <rf 
the Rehabilitation Act and to be supportive of disabled people in 
the united States. 

The vocational rehabilitation program, we feel, m a very impor- 
tant one and one that we are all committed to. 
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We are committed to the vocational rehabilitation pnsram as 
odministratore and in performing the program in a qtiaitty way 
fauk Imnim!, so to nif»k. .... 

The rehalHlitatKMi program, m w« have heaxtl this morning, 
helps handkapfied pe^ get to work. Where the rubber hita the 
« nad in th^ pragran is in tl» relatimsi^ betwetm the counaelcw 
and the «lient at the caseload level. Each counselor has approxi- 
mately 90 to 100 dtenta oa a caseload and the oounselor helpe the 
individual devek^ a vocational r^ialniitation plan whkh haa a vo- 
catitmal <d]»iective axd <kfines ^us aervtcea that will hdp that indi- 
vidual become RnanciaUy indeaf»»lent throti^ work. 

The counselor typteally h&s available "fmrchaae of service 
mtmeys which the oounselor ^would use to buy training. traiupMa- 
tion. physical rertoration. p^ychoth^apy. and other types of lAyw- 
cal le^oratimi that woukl telp to sunptnt the \nicatkmal plan to 
enable the individual to become enphnraUe in the tob market 

We are firmly committed to the belief that dulled handteapp^ 
people are employable, and I think we have proved that through 
the history of itatistics in thm very important iwannam. aiM that, 
in fact, it is very important that people become financially inde- 
pendent through wwk. ... 

The cast/beneTit figures are clear that for every dollar spent 
there are $10 m beneTits returned. |dua the reductkm in ^pemten- 
cy on other Federal fm^rams such as aupidemental ««uriW 
income, the social security dnwlnlity inmiranm nrogram. AFDC, 
and general relief at the local level, as well as oUier support pro- 
grams mush as medicaid, medicare, section 8 subsidies, and cAi»r 
federally funded programs. 

In Massachusetts in this past year we served 33,000 handkamwd 
people. We have an active caseload of about 16.000 peopte and we 
nHhabilitated to work 4.600 hsmdicai^ied pecmle, 10 percent of tlwse 
into sheltered employment, which is in fact, from our perspective, a 
very important closure (or severely haiuUcaived peqfife wlwcaniwt 
ounpete in the cmnpetitive job market Imt «dho can wwk d&ctlv^^ 
Jy and efficiently in a sheltered siting and provide a positive expe- 
rience for themselves. In fact, out of our sheltered work pn^ram 
each year about 10 percent of the people in the program, move out 
of Hheltered employment into tl» cwnpetitive. working. worW. 

At this point 1 would like to ask Nonna Kr^^ssiur from the New 
Jersey Blind Agency to give some further background on the pro- 
gram. 

Ms. Krajczar. Thank you, Elmer. 

Mr. C^hairman. I am the executive director 6f the New Jersey 
Commission for the Blind and Visually In- ;:aired. 1 am also the sec- 
retary-treasurer of the Council of ^te Administrators <rf Vocation- 
al Rehabilitation, and this mornti« Mr. Wedewer on my left and I 
also have the honor of reiHesenting the National CSouncil of Stote 
AgpnciHi for the Blind, which has its membership among the 50 
States who provide spedfic and unique services for blind and visu- 
ally imfmired persons in their Stotes. 

The position which we will be wtisenting this moitiing is shared 
by both organizations and is, we feel, very crucial and important. I 
wViuld ju«t like to set the stage for the balance erf this {Mmel's dis- 
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cuHHiori by rt-VH-winK with you the position statement of the Coun- 
cilof hiatf AdniiniHtriitorN of Vocational Rehabilitc<tion. 

Tliut paper hm bwn provided for your (»mmittee. It is not our 
mtention to take your valuable time this morning to read it. But I 
would like to highlight some of the main poiniilof the position. 

It IS our contention that this is a most crucial period in time for 
disabled people. It is a time ?hen the Rehabilitation Act is under 
review by the Congress for continuation action in some fashion. It 
IS also a penod in time when, as we all know, the unemployment 
rolls hiive been greatly swelled throughout our country and it is 
easy to understand that the numbers of disabled people who are 
unemployed^ or who must find it extremely difTtcult to secure em- 
ployment iH d'sproportionately greater than that of the already-un- 
fortunate population of people seeking work. So the time at which 
the Congrew is being asked to consider the RehabilitaUon Act is 
particularly critical for us. 

It's a program which, through 63 years, has prvved its value, has 
a proven track record. It is the result of cong: saional wofli on a 
pnigrum and tin k<Ki«lation which perhaps has produced one of the 
OHwt baliini-ed programs under the Federal system. It's a pitjgram 
which provides direct service to d^bled people. It provides the op- 
portunity for innovative programing. It provides opportunity for re- 
Heurch and development, for training, for the development of facili- 
iM'M. »4>rvices. and for cooperative effort with the private sector. 

Wp feel that af this paint in time the best course of action for 
the OiiiKresH to take is »o support the continuation of this program 
with appropriate levels of funding, and our position statement rep- 
resenis exactly that point of view. We feel that the program needs 
thrw foundatirmn for its success. One is good legislation, and that 

Thf second i.s appropriate levels of authorization, and as you will 
jiuU' from <iur ptwition. the bill which is under your review at the 
moment provider for a level of authorization for a minimum of the 
next years which will return the purchasing power of that pro- 
gram to the year I«I79. which was the strtmgest year of the pro- 
gram s implementation. 

We also believe that the program demands and requires strong 
hiHlertil leadership and Federal cooperation. It is a program which 
dependh ujm n State and Federal partnership, and we believe that 
the federal partnership has recently been weak and perhaps in- 
tends to be weakened. 

We feel that that can be very destructive to what is a very good 
prnKruni If I may »p».ak very briefly about our situation in New 
.lerHey. we are an agency serving blind and visually impaired per- 
mnH. including persons who are multiply handi'^apji^d. And we op- 
erat#> <m a very simple philosophy. We know that blindn^ is gen- 
erally acrepted as a fearfi.l handicapping condition, one which gen- 
erat»-H a ifre.if deal of emotional response on the part of the general 
ouhlit But we also recogni/* that it is a handicap which can be 
dealt with, whose handicapping conditions can be coped with 
thniugh propet*raininK and proper rehabilitation in such areas as 
mobility. commWiicatior.s. the learning of braille, and of proper 
travel 
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ObviuusU, ciiUfisfliiiK to help unv a4just to the condition uf his 
biindm^HM in imptirtant It im o hundicappinK condition which ren- 
ders itMelf to rehabilitation. And with the advent of technoIoKy and 
such dev icen as, for eMmpIe, talking calcuiators, talking computer 
terminab. braille output on casc^tte tape, the sky is the limit if 
ternut of employment opportunities and opportunities for gainful 
activity by blind persotig and by severely multiply handicapped 
bimd perwms 

I would like to share with you, if I may, two briefcase commen-| 
tahes from our agency which I think represent what vocational re-* 
habilitation is all about. It s about people. It s not about providing 
service for people. But it s about providing service with people And 
in the>ie cases this is exactly what has occurred in our agency. 

The first case is of a gentleman* Jt5 years of age, who is diabetic 
and whose diabetes is ho severe as to require dialysis on a regular 
basis. His vision, thnvagh retinal hemorrhaging, deteriorated and 
virtually disappeared within a l-week period of time. He was in a 
middle management position with the Thomas Lipton Co. 

Very fortunately, tne com^ny turned to xiss and said, *This is a 
vatuabU* emplovt>e We would like ta continue him on our rolls. We 
would like to be able t'.> continue to take ^vantage of his expertise, 
(an you help?" 

^Ker a period uf time and after analyzing his job on the site, we 
jLSHiHted him, through our rehabilitation center, and throvy?V on- 
tht^^ji^b wntmuing training in braille and in mobiUty to secure and 
retain that job, and he is nf|W what he was prior to the onset of his 
blindness, a contributing member of the staff of Thomas Lipton Co. 
and, I suggest, of his community. 

The Hectmd c4ise in of a young woman, M years of a^, with very 
limited vision and at a point during the pregnancy with her second 
child, the vision she had failed her and she became totally blind. 
Sbf* waH now faced with the task of having to bring up a family 
with a 2 vearKild. and to maintain a household for her working 
husbimd I>uring the period of our training with hfer in her home, 
in ttTmn of home management, child management, and again, com- 
munications skills, she presented her family with twins. 

She in now the mother of three and a housewife maintaining her 
houM'hold That is a legitimate, viable, very important and very ex- 
utmg roll' ff»r h<*r to bt» playing, and we are proud to have betm 
r»*si>imsible for the rehabilitation that resulted from our service 
with thin young woman. 

! hop* thfit I hav^ set the stage adequately to show you how 
k<M*nlv i'ontvmcd wr a«' atout the rehabilitation program, and 
thiit I will defer my rommentfl back to Commuisioner Bartels.

that iiifljded both th** Nfrvicf dfhvery system under what we call 
part A, a centers project that would develop centers of excellence 
in independent living under part B and services for the older blind 
under part (' 

We were fortunate in getting part B fun<fcd back in J979 under 
the aiwumption that parts A and C would be funded in foUowimr 

yeun*. 

Under the B program we've been able to develop kind of a patch- 
work of independent living center; around the country that have 
shown the promise and the ability of these centers, with the direct 
involvement of many disabled people in the operations of the cen- 
ten.. to help handicapped people to live independently in the com- 
aiunitv and then look to the vocational rehabUitation profram to 
help them uke the next step intp the working world. 

I think there has been a good deal of demonstration that, in fact, 
mdependent living is a good concept and that, in fact, the promise 
under part A needs to be brought along in order to develop the full 
fitmifr of independent living rehabilitation. 

To give yiiu a cc»uple of examples: In Massachusetts we are main- 
t4niiinK, in thi.s year, -iW handicapped people living independently 
in th»- community and also are helping 80 individuals to move into 
an independent living setting in the community and will be helping 
t«i maintain them in the community. 

The cost effectiveness of guch a program can be thought of in 
very simple terms in that it can cost up to $iW.OtM) a year to keep 
an individual in a nursing home or a chronic diseaiK hospitar 
whereas it can cost «l."».(KH> a year or less to assist a handicapped 
perHon to live independently in the community. I think the cost ef- 
fectiveness figures there are clear. 

Wt 'iire .suKgesting that the i-idependent living services program 
under {MrU A. B. and C, be funded at a $ti(l million level. 

Smie other comments in the area of funding, from the Massa- 
chu.>*ettH perspective again, over the last r> years we have basically 
been level funded, when you take into account the Federal funding 
that we ve been able tu attract. ' 

Most importantly, und**r the Social Security Administration 
.•han«es in VM) lor the reimbursement program, we had our Feder- 
i! SV* percent. That is to say. in fiscal year l*J«l we 

had ^.j h milhofi pmvided to us by the Social Security Administra- 
tion to rehabilitate people that were under the SSI or SSDI 
proKr.im. 

X'suU-r thf rr-iniiiurNeirifnt pn^ram that went into effect in 
wi- Kof /i n. fjii||;irs to help rehabilitate handicapped people. There- 
ton-, the prr^r.'.m under the Rehabilitation Act of 197.'i had to come 
m nnd Huppfirt handicapped people under SSI and SSDI to return 
to w.irk That s not to say we should not be providing those serv- 
u i's The }H)mt i.s that the Social Security Administration basically 
b:n k«Hl out oi the pr»;gram while th^ got their act together for the 
rfMrnbiirHt.ment program. That act stil! is not tcwsther. 

Mon,over. the effect of inflction has taken its toll on the pro- 
»?ram The fundin;{ for other community services around the vma- 
tional rehabilitation program that we depend upon to help handi- 
t .ipfMiJ iH-o^iU' to aihieve vocational goals has diminished 
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Wti talked about the lack of keeping up with the propam in 
tmns of appnipmtiofM. Our best year in provHing vocaUmial re- 
habtlitatton services was in and in that year we served 41.000 
pe(^ and helped 6,500 eet into the working world. Because of Uie 
toll of inflation, the level fttnding td the Federal dollar, in this 
past year we served 32,000 peopk and rehaMlitated 4,600. 

I think my point is we have a great capacity to serve. We have 
shown that m years past As the CongressBnan. the chairman, has 
racnffoiaed, our nsei problein is that of the Federal and State re- 
smirces. in terms of dnlara to do the Job. 

Many States, in fact, are helf^ to supptement Ow Federal dol- 
lars over and above the 20 percent that is required by the intigrain. 

But the Federal Mership here is most important— m terms of 
congressional support for the Rehabilitation Act as it is presently 
dettrad and for the Appn^istiiaa Ckiromittee to follow thnragh 
with the availability of the Federal dollara—to enable us to, ui fact, 
live up to the capacity awl tlw laombe of the program, as we see

Mr. WsDSWKa. Thank ymi. , ^ ™ . . r^. • 

Mr. Chairman. I am Don Wedewer. director of the Florida Divi- 
sion of Biind Services in the Fkaida Department of Educatiim. It is 
a pleasure to be here and to testify once ism befoje this subcom- 
mitteiei, which is so sensitive to the neeib of the NatiMm s handi- 
capped. It has been so seimitive that marvelous legislati<»i such as 
the Rehabilitation Act 1973, aa an»mded, has been put on the 
bocdiB and allowed us, as adminMrators. to {Hfaninifl^ a {m^ram 
that has, indeed, done a great M dT wonderfol thiop to put se- 
verely handicapped people back in the mainstream of our soci^. 

I was blinfted and lost both my iimlm as a result of combat 
wounds in World War II. I benefited frwn the Army and Air Force 
and Veterans' Administration rehabilitation projframs, and fwrtu- 
nately, the rest of the handicapped people in this country have a 
prtigram that has been set up for 63 vears to benefit them. / 

We are very cognizant of the need and ti» (ksire of allof 
particularly, rehabilitate the most severely handicapped. The »ha- 
bilitation Act of 1973. 1 believe, is ime of Uie finest pieces of legisla- 
tion that has ever bee .'. pissed because it addresses that very issue 
in a very significant way and has permitted us, the State directors, 
to act on it. In fsti, we are doing just that. 

I don't think anyone h^ mentioned the fart that since the act 
haM been passed, that the confxntration has been on the wverely 
handicapped. The State directors aren't number conscious. We are 
not numbenng people. I worked as a counselor and as a placement 
penwn and a kx»l supervisor and all that before becoming direclwr, 
m m;«t of us have We're aware of that problem and the stxalled 

numbers game. n j » 

As a matter of fact, we don't like the numbers ^me at ail, and 1 
thmk that if vou read statistics at all about this program you will 
know that in' the last few years- ihe numbers of severely handi- 
capped being rehabilitated has gone up. The percentage has gone 
up And that s esacuy what we're doing. I don t think we need any 
more incentive We've got all the incentive we need. 
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The only thmn utH-<i is prt)babl>' more money because of the 
cost of high tc-chtKilciny. which ts rt-quired to rehabilitate our multi- 
ply handicapped pf5uple 

Now, in the agency I run in Florida, we also serve the preschool 
blind and the 8ch«x)l children who are blind and the elderly, but we 
kt^p a VHry detailed registry. We have registered, in our marvelous 
Mate of rtonda. H,im People, on average, for the last 7 years, a 
total of WMKM» new pebple. who are blind and visually handicapped. 

Of the 2,mi childnfn we have roistered and who are now on the 
rolls, twa^hirds are multiply hand-capped. That is not just Florida; 
Its like Itiat in every State. All the States have neonatal clinics 
and they re all seeing this happen. ItV a challenge to us, but it's 
Hlmt an opportunity to develM these young people into the same 
citizens that many of us have been developed into through rehabili- 
tation. 

That doesn't scare m. I think it doesn't scare you. 

We hear that unemployment is great right now and I know the 
statistics are thrown out that TjO percent of all Kverely handi- 
capped piHiule are unemployed)— in the blind sector, mavbe 70 per- 
cent^ but the truth in we are;>- rehabilitating many, ma.iy severely 
handicapped pf?opIe into goCd jobs. In the private sector too. 1 
might add. 

Now, iu3t for example, Norma Krsjczar-nientioned a couple of 
iiwple. I will mention two examples whicli^are just happening. We 
had a blind student we started working with in junior high; he 
went thniunh th«- University of Florida; he got a degree in electri- 
cal fngineennK last June Ilis grade point average was 3.9. He's to- 
tally blind He was honored as one of the Nation's outstanding 
blind students here at the White House in the rose garden last 
vwir and immediately was offered two jobs by IBM and General 
IJvnamii-H and Uxtk one with IBM for $'ir>,m). 

We wfjrked with him We bought some expensive equipment for 
hmi. a r:ui«e i»< computers and speech output equipment, but there 
h«' !M. ,1 ^^u^x•e^>.s story And thwie .success stories are all over the 
ciiiintry 

We have another young student at Florida State University who 
i.s just fihi.shing a degree in computer science. We already have a~ 
Sfate .iiii'm y he s wi.rking with on an experience level that has of- 
U-ti-ii Hun a )(»b. not as a computer programer but as an amilysl 
w, ith ii «(K>d siilary. and he's about to graduate in June. 

Th»-s«' voung pwiple are iust two example* of what is an everyday 
JKcurrence, almost, around the country. Furthermore, we just grad- 
ij,if»-.i a ila.sr, (Vti{i|f trained to work in the electronic industry, 
will, h tt. f.r» ffy . (iinmon in Khirida because of NASA, and all of the 
entire rhsn wns hired by a corixjrntion in Fort Ijiuderdale, the 
••ntin riiLHH of vuung blind |jpople. very young pe<*ple, with their 
'ikiiH-<l traininK 

Thi.«j H all i\ n'suU »{ what you hiive prop<i!MHl with vour iegi.sla- 
til n the n.ctn.'v you have pmvided, and what we can do with it 
when vvi- have ii 

The truth i.-s that all of our States are providing enough money to 
match Ki-deral funds and. as a matter of fact, in mv 10 years now, 
iMlh ve.'ir a.s a State director, the State of Florida has increased 
mufiev fur rehabilitation every year It's nut ever gone backward 
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We dim't antictputi* it to Wt* are with you in meeting the needs of 
our citiwni* and we're proud that ycm are doing it and proposing to 
continue to do it. 

None of us overlook the severely handicapped these days 
that $ really who everyone is serving, as I think we have explained 
here thiB morning, , ^^^^ 

We have been hurt, of course, by cuts in the SSI and SSDI pro^ 
gram We have been hurt because of similar benefit cuts Another 
/ eateries where we've had to make up for it. We have reduced 
staf^ sometimes cut vacancies. We've itone evenrthing in the world 
to find more dollars for the peot^le we serve, and with high technol- 
ogy4l H very expensive. 

But tht* marvelous thing is that with all this high technolc^y, 
our severely handicapped people can now compete both in the pH^ 
vate sector and everywhere, pretty much with everyone else, and 
that's where the excitenH^nt i* and, you know, the truth is it s 
working. ... 

We have plenty of flexibiUty, I m^t add. That wcati bcWiers me 
wime too, t'wgresHman, and I don't know where it m lacking. We 
probably can use a little more direction and help from u** here in 
what we do. I'm not familiar with what their pnifKmal is about this 
incentive business, but the truth is that Vm a oompetitw and 
would love to compete. But on the (rther hand, «meone should not 
be puniHhed because their State is not doing quite as much. The 
severely handicapped shouldn't be punished anywtere. And there s 
no more incentive in the world that is needed. ^ , 

Flexibility, we have plenty of it. In fact, we re hearing mixed sig^ 
nals That s our prt^lem. We're told by OMB they don t want our 
statistics On the ot\^ hand, they're tetliM us that we haw statis- 
tics to i?how ¥/e're not doing somethii^(, or Uiey want us to do some- 
thing eise, and they're even going to give their money out based on 
those statiHtica I don't know where they're going to get their mfoi^ 
mation, unless they start giving us one signal, Congrewman, and 
not a whole group of signals. 

So wif h that Vd like to say I appreciate the opportunity of being 
back with you again and imure you that Florida is doing well and 
I invite vou down for your Easter holiday. 

Mr. MtfRPHY. I accept. [Laughter j 

Mr. Arrki i. Would you invite the rest of us down too? 

Mr Wkdewkr. Yes. 

Mr. Arreix, Thank you. 

My name is Max Arrell. I am commissioner of the Texas Reha- 
bihtafion (ummission in Austin, Tex We are an independent 
agt'ncv ♦'Htabtished by our legislature, I work for a bwrd and its 
uppcnnted by our Gowrnor. As each of us, I believe, are under sep- 
anite typen of organiasattons, some under the education agency, 
>w>me under larger agencies, I think it's very important for every- 
one to underntand that regardless of the type of agency or the type 
fif organiwition that we have, it's very possible to have a very efT^ 
ciently run, effective organization in State rehabilitation, which we 
do have, and will continue to have. 

I do appreciate very much and it is sincerely my pleasure to 
come here t<xlay and advocate and speak in favtir of the best 
human ^iervjce rtelivj^ry system for the disabled community that s 
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^vpr bet-n kn<iwn to this rauntry, the ♦),'l-yettr-«ld State/ Federal vo- 
'^atiimal rt-habilitatiun |inj»{r»in It s a tried and proven program. 
It H ane that ha« been unpHruUeI«d by any iither prt^am in this 
country. I have been a part of this pftj|$ram for yeirs. I worked 
as a oounaelor. an administrator, and now a chi' ; ev..-. utiv^ ofTicer 
or a State rehabihtation agency, which, by the way, «d the hub of 
the rehabUilation program and has been and shoc'd ctmtinue to be 
What inakes this ali possible for us is a very good piece of legisla- 
tion called the Rehabilitation Act. It's a tried and pwven act. It's 
probably the most complete and well-balanced legislation in the 
human services field U s one that has served us very well, and leg- 
ujlation that serves you well, I feel, is one that you don't abandon 
and you don t fragment. 

Now IK the time to extend and enhance and better fund rather 
than Iraument. and I feel that there is that very real possibility 
with some of thv teHtimonies I've heard here today, of fragmenting 
" 5,1!^^'" prown and successful for 63 years. 

The thmw that v»e »-ould indicate to you here today and ask your 
sintvre KinHjdenition, as my colleagues her« on the panel have 
mtd. wnuld be to extend the Rehabilitation Act as is. consider fund- 
mK to a pi«nt that it would bring us to the level where we would be 
iHick f<i our V.ttU buying power. 

I think that the extennion of the Rehabilitation Act will again 
ifiKur;' Mtabihty in our State /Federal prtjgram and allow us to con- 
tinue to provide the comprehensive services that are needed for the 
severely dinabled The severely disabled of this country, at least in 
my Mate and I m sure its the same everywhere, have come to real- 
ize. understand, and expect good, comprehensive, services from the 
viK-ationul rehabilitation program. They have received those serv- 
i<-»'s. they .should wntmue to receive them, and I think that we 
shfiuld ^Mve them nothing less 

I would like to lake just a few m;nutes to talk to you about the 
lexas exjKTience that we've had since 1«}75. 

In 1!I7.'. the v*icutionaJ rehabilitation division of our agency, 
which IS the d.vLsion that carries out the basic vocational rehabili- 
tation pro^jram. had l.fifM) employees, 'm ^wrational rehabilitation 
» «nin.s»-lors That wus one tounselor for every 29.<)0(> population At 
that fini«- only pert-ent o' the individuals we vifre rehabilitating 
wt'tf ui the si'verely tiiKjiblfd category 

In t ompariHion. v,e went from 'Mi counselors in IMr, to lU't coun- 
s«'lc rs in January ISIRi, or I counselor for every l'»,(«)0 popula- 
tion However, the percentage of severely disabled bps reachet! f:2 
{•Ti .'fit W»- ve ^„tn- from ^rcent in 15^75 to fi2 percent in 19m;^ 
In fistal y..iu V.iH2 the ; • xas Rehabilitation Commission and 
staff ol the <om mission, rehabilitated lli.'.MW* individiiolh in;o em- 
pluvnif-nt A«;un. as I told you. «2 p«'i ceni of the individuals we're 
•^•rvmn Hon are severely disabled. The l:i.'.KW ha^ a %-percent ver- 
ify afiun f'a ' tor, whirh means I have an evaluation leam, a pif^am 
♦'v.iiuation team that reports directiy to me, tiiat verifies employ- 
ment iind clfwures in this prt^am, and I can dwument a '.W-per- 
cent verification i;n this number I gaw you. 

Twenty four percent of the VA}m individual? ♦hat we rehabilitat- 
tti ill had H monthly income of $1,7 miHion when they were 
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accepted; 38 percent of the $1.7 millkm was from some fonn of 
State or Federal tax supported jMPogranui. 

After rehabilitation, the 13,908 individuals had an income of $9.6 
millkm per mimth or times as much as before th^ were ac> 
ce^ked, and as has already been stated h^. each one of these indi- 
viauals over the mnk hi^ory at thgar lifetime will pay badt $10 for 
every dollar invested in tl^m thitw^ our w^iab Drogram. We feel 
that th^ 18 an invectoi^t thb ki an mveetmcmt in human eaergy, in 
human potential, in human dignity. 

The vocational rehabilitation program in Tem and I'm sure 
thnrnghout the States, does not work— throughout the coantTy— 
dkws not work in a vacuum. We haw some vwry good partners. We 
have a very strong Federal/^te partm»Bhui in our part of the 
. country. We also have a very strong partnership with our consum- 
er grouw. , , , 

Mr. Lex Frieden, who I believe testified earlMir in the week, is 
chairman my cmMnumrr amsultati<m eommittee, and we also 
wcMrk ve^ doeefy with Mr. Justin Itert, who ht the dbairman oCw 
Governor's Cmnmittee <m &nployment d the ^Iamticap|ied. 

With the help of these two oigaiuxations and 28 other consumer 
groups we have designed and imi)4emented a program t)»t I fieel is 
unparalleied for the disabled handicapped community of our State 
and the onintry. 

There has been some talk about efficiency and, again. I d like to 
continue talking just u little bit about tht; Texas expeneiK». Our 
previous Govemc«>, Mr. William Oem^nts, initiated a pragrain in 
our State called the State government effectiveness program It 
was a program imptementedl^ the Governor to enhafi«x» an^ try to 
bring into prmrtke in State government good, scHind, buedn^ man- 
agement practtcesL 

In a catted board meetii^. Governor Cl^nenta recogni^ the 
Texas R^tulitatkm CommisBion as Uie outstanding agency in im^ 
plementtng his State govemmwut effeGtiveness pn«p*am, ai^i I wily 
mention that to you to let you know that the vocational rehabilita- 
tion pragram^ in this country are effective; tlwy are efficient; they 
are tried; they are proven. 

Given the right amount of funding and the continuation erf the 
Rehabilitation Act. we will continue to serve the disabled commu- 
nity of our State ami this country. I think, in a fashion that you 
will be proud of and that will be in the beat interest of the severely 
disablea of Texas and the cwntry. 

Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr Simon We thank all of you very, very much. I don't m^n to 
be cuttmg off any quest., ns here of any member, but we are ipiing 
to have to move to the markup very shortly.

They recojfni^d that to rehabilitate the more severely disabled is 
mor*^ c«rtly Yet they failed to provide additional funding for thb 
purpc»e. whether it's under a fi^exible means or any othJr means. 

At the same time they cite a GAO report where they provide 
that .fci percent of the cases have no apparent relationship between 
the chents job at closure and the vocational rehabilitaUve services. 

Granted. Id like that to be improved, but that also suggests that 
tK, perwnt of the cases do have this relationship and that encom- 
pasHft* both the severely disabled and the nonseverely disabled 

I tmd It interesting that this administration would have us 
ciwnm between the disabled and the severely disabled I think 
what m<»t people in the field would su^jest is they both need simi- 
lar types of services, some more intensively than others.

We have alKi looked at many of 
the n-Kulations that define the program in further specificity, and 
have no recommendations on where they should be changed We 
are very comfortable with the Rehabilitation Act.

Mr HARTiJcrr Have your States and others— it s been my gener- 
al impression but I don't have any way to quantify it— can.vou 
quantify the increases that you have received from your ^te leg- 
islatures in the past several years, and are you still receiving 
creases in funding from your State legislatures? I know that there 
lire -I don't know of any States that are merely doing the mini- 
mum of the 2ti-pen:ent matching, Init as I unck'rstand the match- 
ing, it runs anywhere from 26 to 55 percent. Do you find the State 
legislatures to be increasingly receptive? 

Mr Arrfix Mr. Congressman, as you know in our State, the last 
Hemion of the legislature did increase our funding. The l^islature 
today m our State is marking up my bill, this afternoon, and I will 
know a little bit more about it tomorrow. But I do anticipate an 
increase 

Mr Bartlktt You do anticipate an increase? 
r Arrki I Yes, sir* 

Mr Bartlctt Another sub^t which was not raifwd— I am 
sorry, it v m raised today, almost tangentially— and that is if there 
w« re II way. and this is not in this bill but if there were a way over 
the next s^^wMni of this Congrem to find a way to use existing funds 
that are spent through various entitlement prc^ams— whether it s 
social security or SSl or other entitlement types of pn^rams— and 
UHP those existing funds for rehabilitation purposes and therefore 
rlH H'asf the amount of entitlement money in the future thats re- 
quirefl. would that be a din»ction that you would urge this Congress 
tu Ko* It was. menlioned in testimony on Monday and it may be 
s<inftethin« that this committee or other committees of Cc^gress 
may expl«irt» m the next 12 months 

Mr Arrmj. I would think, if I could srieak, that that would be a 
v#Ty «iJod {Kissihifitv I think with ont* danger in that, and 1 would 
want to b*^ verv careful about it, taking m<mey away from thone 
pn^rams that perhaps wp use as other sources In other words, we 
utilii^ n tremendous number of other programs to help supplement 
our program to rehabilitate people, and 1 don't think it would be a 
wiM- deciM*»n til take money away from some of thc«e pn^rams 
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that we ufMf nuw to help supplement the rehabilitation pracram on 
help us carry out our profcram. I think we'd just be shifting money 
frrnn place to angdwr. * 
Mr. Bartutt. So you would urge caution? 
Blr. Aaasuu Very miKh. 
Mr. BAxnsen, But aome ekpumtkm of the idra? 
Mr. A&RKU- Not knowiiig the ctetails. I would say that there is a 
poHamUty that book o{ that could be done, but I wmikl be very <»u- 
tious. 

Mr. BAarunr. Because on the beck side, if we were to— when 
you Buocessfully rehabilitate someone and get them into permanent 
empif^yment, you tl^ dra m a t ic ally decreaw the amount of entitle- 
ment funding that's required. So there should be some way to 
aJmo^ advance the money from tl» Government to itself and allow 
pso^e to lead nntre imMluctive and sat^^ lives and abo save 
tte Government mumey. 

Mr. AaaELL. Of course, that's the premise that we worked <m in 
the social security program-that if we nehabUitated those people 
on social security then they wouM be taken off of social security 
and would no longer be drawim that money. 
Mr. BARTtKTT In title VI do you believe that state agencies 
allowed to be eligible for prctjects with industry ftind- 
mi^^PWI funding? 
Mr. Arrell. Yes.

In the part B part, in the part A. back on to title VII, the way 
the' part A is written now. only 20 percent, as I recaU, of part A 
money would be required to be used in part B centers. If we were 
to somehow prevail upon the Appropriatnms Committee in restruc- 
tunng that section and mevail upm appnqniations to fund jaurt A, 
would part B centers have been so effective and if they have 
proven themselves so well would you anticipate wanting to use 
more of that part A mmiey to just permanently fund part B cen- 
ters, the independent living centers? 

Mr, Akreu.. I think we'd look to a cfmbination of continuing 
fundmg in part B to make sure that the centers were funded, at 
thp namt- time that part A was brought into play to bi«in planning 
for a fuUscale {wrt A service delivery system for the next fisc^ 
year and the subsequent 2 or 3. So I think it would have to be a 
combination of those points. 

Mr Bartustt. One last question. On page 3 your prepared tes- 
timony, of your written testimony, you asked for a 3-y^r extension 
of the act rather than permanent authmization. Is that because 
you would anticipate in 3 years being aMe to con» up and again 
testify before Congress and. if nothing else, find just technical 
amendments or cleanup amendments or ways to improve the «ro- 
gram every A years? Was that a delibmato testimony on your part? 
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Mm. Kkajheah. 1 believr, Mr. Bartlett. that the wording suggests 
a ffntnimufn of A yeam and I think that our conctrm or the concern 
(rf^ the Council of ^te Administrators at this point in time is to try 
to act with som^ dispatch in aiklressiiv the critical nature the 
timing that's before us and to sugg^est perhaps a no«nd extensim 
at this time was b^ond owr caimbility to design, althou^ certainly 
we would be more than happy to entertain that kind of thinking on 
the part of the committee* 

Mr. Arrkix. We would not oppo^ that [Laughter.]

The Cowncll of State Admlnistmtors l« in assocUtlon 
comprised of the chief adalnl»tr«cor« of th« public rehabili- 
tation agencies for physically and »enr«!ly handicapped persona 
In all the states » the District of Columbia, and our Nation's 
territories. These agencies constitute the State partners In 
th«i State-Federal Program of Rehabilitation authorised by the 
Rifhabllitatlon, Comprehensive Services, and Developisental 
Dl8ablUtUi«* Awndroents of 1978. Public Law 93-602, as wacndcd. 

Since its inception In 1940. the Council has isnjoyed a 
f|u«ftii ofti?i;il »fMUi9 tt« an active advlst^r to the Federal 
adoitnlsttarcirs In the fonsulatlon of national policy and 
program decisions and has been an active force In strengthening 
th« effectiveness of service programs for disabled Americans. 
Th^^junctl also serves as a foriaa for State Rehabilitation 
Administrators to study, deliberate, m4 met upon waiters^ 
bearing upon the successful retuibllltatlon of persons with 
disabilities. 

The core of Anwrlca's Rehabilitation Progr«a Is the 
61-yfar old State-Federal Progran devoted to providing « 
corablnatlon nf rehabilitation services to physically and/or 
mentally disabled adults. At the center of this Program Is the 
St^te R*?habllltatlon Agency »»hlch provides for a wide range of 
services for eligible, disabled persons. Most often these 
services are provided with the cooperation of, or through, 
private, non-profit aervlce providers. 

The primary purpose of the provision of vocational rehabili- 
tation services Is to render "e^loyable" those persons with 
dH-«biUtle« who. b«c«u>8 of the Mverlty of thclt handlcapt. ^. 
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«r« unable to ii<»cufi? and tu hold ri^loynii?nt. 

The Rehabilitation Act l« ttw aost coa^U-tc and 
well^b«Unc«d leRislation in the hm«n services field. 

In one Act, there are Incluckd provisions Cor e conqjre-. 
henaive end individually-tailored program of vocational rehabili- 
tation services to Indlyiduala with phyalcal and/or mental 
disaMlities. an innnvation and expansion program; a training 
prograisi a restarch progra»j a rehabilitation facility programi 
a program providing comprehensive services in lndi*pendent livingi 
a canaaunity services employwent programi and a special projects 
program, 

i:«cp»'ri**ntf has shown that this balanced approach embodies 
all of the elements necessary for the successful rehabilitation 
of persons with disabilities. 

EsNentinl, of course, to fflaintaining this balance is a 
well-funded program of direct services to help individuals 
with disabilities become ecaployable. It is vital that this 
pr<»grani have strong, experienced and effective National leadership. 
Hciwtwer, therp must also be research to reveal new knowledges 
special desKmstrstion projects to test this knowledge in 
practical settlngsj trained personnel to work with persons who 
are disabled^ and a comprehensive program provl^V^g independent 
living lervices to persons who are so severely disabled that 
they cannot benrflt from traditional rehabilitation services. 
Agencies must alsa be encouraged to initiate new programs and 
expar^d *>ilstlng ones tu apply new knowledge to nsw groups of 
individuals wirh disabilities. Likewise, rehabilitation 
facilities must be developed or improved, in which severely disabled 
individuals may be served with optimuo care and expertise. 
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It i» this balanced approach Khlch ttfiabUa the rehablll- 
tacion iaov«««nt to make tha vldbly-acclalwed progreaa that haa 
baan evidanc througlusut Ita Matory* 

The Council of State Aiitoinlatratori of Vocational Rchablll* 
tatlon fully support a rach facat of thla procgBS an^ every 
provltlon of the Rehabilitation Act , 

EXTEMSIOW OF TW5 ACT 

Mm are here to itrongly urge the extension of the 
Rehabilitation Act of 1973, as aaanded, for a alnlmffl of, at 
least, three years. This will provide authorlEatlon levels 
throuf^h Flacal Year 2986, This extension la needed to Insure 
prrgrm stability In the State-Feiteral Rehi^llltatlon Frogras and 
tu continue the provision of quality services to the rllli».ns of 
disabled Americans i*ho are in daaperate need of rehabilitation. 

The RehabilitacloD Act of 1973, as oaended, is a iw>del of 
what can be done In the hxgman services field* *re of the 
atrong contention that to aaend or rescind portions of this law 
might severely unsettle tlw balance that m^^eB this program 
one of the nosf-if not tYm »ost- -balanced program in the 
human setN^lces area, as well as one of tlm most effective. 

We further urge svlft action on the part of the Congress in 
the reaurhurUation of this law. It Is la^erative that the 
states be given the necessary lead time in planning for future 
needs. State legislatures, many of which will be in aession for 
short, specif ii^d periods of time, require advance knowledge of 
Federal Authorisation levels for future years in order to provide 
Che state matching financial contribution*. Early reauthorization 
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by the U.S, Congress will havfj a vignlf leant, favorable impact 
on state appropriations md progrraaatic decisions affecting the 
rehabilitation progrra for future years. 

The need for the extension of the Rehabilitation Act Is but 
one of the three main needs of the Vocational Rehabilitation 
PrograiSi for any program oust have at least three main pillars 
to support its effective operation. It needs wise enabling 
It-gislation, effective leadership, and adequate appropriations. 

During the past several years, the Rehabilitation Program 
has been wirhout effective, strong leadership at the Federal 
Ifvel, The State-Fedsral Rehabilitation Prograis-*in fact any 
prnnriira -vUiilly needs strong* coomitted, and knowledgeable 
natiimal leadership. We look to the current Administration, 
we ha' • 1 od to past Administrations, to provide this. 

If I', 4 so vitally i^ortant that the U.S, Congress appropriate 
fund;^ that will enable the State -federal Rehabilitation Program to 
Kervif as many individuals who are eligible for rehabilitation 
services, as is possible. 

For the pa»t few years, the nis^er of persons served and 
teh;ibil Itated has been decreasing. This umfortunate*-- Indeed 
trait'.U'- - otrurrenre can be attributed to the continually-rising 
costs of doing business resulting from years of suppressed funding 
and debilitating InflatioHi the growing focus of the states on 
«»prving more severely disabled individualst and the recent Ivbb of 
over $100 million annually in direct service monies by the 
smt^nding of th*- Social Security Vocational Rehabilitation 

D#*spice ortrsent expenditures, there still are not sufficient 
fuHfis ro serve all thcise eligible, disabled persons who have the 
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potcneicl and desire to work and who n««d rehabilitation 
MrvlcM to attain eoploymnt or lelf-euff iciency, 

Alaraingly enough, our hemt eatisatu is that State 
Rahabllitatlon Ag»nci«» are only able to »erve one out of 
ev«ry twnty persons who are eligible for services* 

are aure that there do€fe not exist any sector of our 
Nation's norkforce which is experiencing Borc unei^loyment than 
that experienced by persons with disabilities. 

The Council strongly recomends that tlw Congress provide 
legislation which contains auttariration levels for tJw Basic 
State Vocational Rehab IIIl at ion Frogram that will help to 
reverse th^ decreasing nund>er of persons 1*0 are being served 
and rebablUtared into e^loy»«nt «nd assist in addresaitig 
the severe and debilitating efi^loyinent problcws which face 
persons with disabilities. 

Thp Council recoMBsnds that the legifilstion extending the 
Rehabilitation Act contain authorixstions for Rsslc State Grants 
under Section lOO(b)Cl) of the Rehabilitation Act of 1973. as 
mended, equal to $1,037»« wllllon in Fiscal Year l984i SI, 141.1 
talllion in Fiscal Year 1985* »nd $1,254,6 million In Fiscal 
Year 1986, 

It is vital that this SubcooBBitcee and other Jteobers of the 
Congress understand the rationale behind this organiMtimi's 
recomsndatlans for authorlxation sroxmts for Vocationsl 
Rehabilitation Services for the next three fiscal years. 

Advocates, when giving serious consiiteratlon to their 
reronendations for service »3tiles> »r« always torn bett«e^ 
basing such figures upon need or tei^ring that tmiBd wMi 
econofslc restraints placed upon those who control Federal. 
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«pprcpriaCion** 

Our rccjirini.'ndat ions woulj wt^rk to achU'vi' th*? Roal of 
restorinK the purchasing power of the Rehabilitation dollar to 
the 1979 Sett ion 110 Federal spending level. To achieve this. 
Increases in St^ttlnn 110 funding would have to occur for the 
next four tlscal years, at a rate equal to the above authorization 
recownendat Inns , which average approximately 9.9^ percent per 
ye^r , 

Fiscal Ykr«r 1979 is viewed aa the last year in which the 
State-Federal Rehabilitation Program operated at full strength, 
for ever since that year, there has been a steady decline in the 
numhtrr and type's <,f ptrri^unR with disabilities who have been served. 
Uuf to etoMoit and progransnatic factors. 

We have utilised this "formula'* for our recoamendat ions, 
thereby attempting to balance "need" with the reality of the 
current economic climate. 

While the Council of State Adbinistratora is recommending 
based upon need as well as fiscal reality- -authorization levels 
for many other provisions of the Rehabilitation Act in the 
chart attached to this written teatlssony. we do wish to 
hlghllghr the importance of Title VIX of the Act. 

COMPR E HENSIVE SERVICES FOR INDEPENDENT LIVING 

This section eatablishea a state grant prograts to meet 
the current and future needs of individuals with disabilities 
«t) severe that they do not presently have the potential for 
ewploytnent , but may benefit fr<»n rehabilitation services 
in order to live and function independently. 
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When this law was «T)«ctfd. « lubatantlal n«w aervice program 
waa ffnvialonad with, aa tlw U.S, Senate Report declared* 
•*8ufflcl«int funds" available to develop "effective long-range 
plana and services." Such ftxnda have never been made available. 

The time to lo^Lraent a new Coi^rehensive Services ProgrMJ 
is no%i. The existing Independent Living Centers across the 
country have proven- -and continue to prov^ on a daily 
basxs--the effectiveness of » and the need for, the full 
implementation of the independent living concepts 

We need desperately to supplement the services provided 
by the existing Centers < This can be done by impleisenting 
Che already authorii:«»d"-yet unfunded- -atatewide service 
delivery nynte^ in independent living for the severely 
disabled, under Title VH . Part A, 

Th^ CsAVR*s recon&>endatic»i of a 560 million authorization 
for FY 1984 for tbia prograw is Justified based on the need 
for devising an equitable state distribution procedure for 
Part A Service Grants t allowing a continued adequate* funding 
base for th*^ Centers for Independent Living as authorized under 
Part Bi and funnding for the first time an Older Blind 
Individuals' Prograa, as authorised by Part C. 

Our reconsnendations for authorisations for Title VII for 
Fiscal Yearu 1985 and 1986, would also provide modest increases 
in each of the Progran^i establiat^d under this Title. We wge 
that they be given every consideration. 
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R^(;pW?NiyVT lON^ FOR OTHER PRO VISIONS OF THE ACT 

The Council, in conjunction with many organisations 
representing service providers and persons with aental and/or 
physical disabilities, has agreed upon recoosaendatlons for 
nto.iy of the other progrwaa established under the Rehabilitation 

Ah has been stated previously, each of the provisions 
In thJs weU-wrltcen statute is i^ortant to the entire mosaic 
of rehabilitation services. 

This organization yields to no other In advocating the 
lmpi>rtanie of each of these programsi however, we do leave to 
fitherii the role of presentation to you and the Congress of 
testlmt^ny outlining the need for a continuation of each.

Our experience with the various states cm how thej are 
adwinfstering their progress has also varied wl^ly. In soa» states » 
the state bureaucracy** have frawn without any seening increase In 
service to clients, while In other states thi^ have been able to 
rwJwce their aift^lnlstratlve overhead end Increase service by 
referring Rore clients to private facilities. PVoreover, there 
has been no ynlforwity or consistency on how the states determine 
their cost of services and foas. This experlwice of the pest 
s#?»eral ywrs causes Goodwill Industries to make cerUIn recoomenctotlons 
for changes tn the Act. Clearly these reco«Rendat1ons are In need 
of further refinement. However* we believe that It Is not In the 
best tnterest of the disabled c1tUi«is sl^ly to reauthorize the Act, 
without the 1«',clus1on of these measures* 

firsi, there needs to be »ore specific inclusion In the Act for 
more detailed data collection, especially as it relates to adtolnlstre- 
tfvf f0^t%. PravHlofis need to be mi^ to mandate that RSA collect 
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iftiU an tht iitlltxatlon of all f«rvU« |wwt4en, 1nc1«dlnf prl¥it« 
impront f«cnitie». and XheXr «ff«ct1v6fiesft In 4el1?«r1n9 wnrlcei 
to clients. The SecreUry'i «nmi«1 rdiort and evaluation of t»» 
*ct*» program, re<^1red by Sectltmi 13 ami 14 of the Act. should 
specify tHat such reports ami evaloatiofis Includa coi^rlsofis bctwen 
IM^IIc and Private facilities. Similar raqulreaeovs simuld 
1iKltt<te*I In the state's recordkecpli^ requirements a^d studies and 
reviews, specific by Sections 101 (a){10), (15) and (16) of the Act. 
Only in this way nIll it be possible to evaluate fully the effective- 
ness of the states in delivering rehabilitation services to handicapped 
indivlAiaU, The review of enpei^Jltures to rehablllUtlon outcomes 
would be the basis for determining how future rehabilitation dollars 
are effectively and efficiently spent. 

Secondly, wore efephasls needs to he Placed on providing funding, 
under title I of the /tet, for the provision of direct services to 
clients. This could be accoR^lUf^d by Miending the Act to wmiate that 
a set percentage of fNisIc State Crants to be spent on direct rehabili- 
tative services and that a concurrent limitation be set on allm^ble 
administrative costs. Such a provlslwt would Increase the accountability 
of state agencies and provKk a reasonable measure of unlforwHy In the 
distribution of rehabilitation services between states. 

The limited and dated Information, currently available, reveals 
wide variations between the states a<te^1nHtrat1ve eapenses. A 
liffiUed in-hou$e tkjodulll Ini^strles survey that one state's expendi- 
ture of funds for administrative jwrposes was as low as 95 whereas 
another state's a*Ti^n1strdt1ve expenditures was 59S, A study conducted

Once such e 
definition Is developed, a sututorjf liaUetlon on admlnlstrstlve 
expenditures Mould provide an imlfon^ RMns for masurlng sUtes' 
effectiveness In dellver1n9 ^rvlces and help guarantee that the 
basic purposes of U» Act are beinf fwlflllad. 

Thirdly, Goo<h*nt In^strles believes that more disabled clients 
can be served, at less cost to the povemiBent, If the Act 1i amended 
to encourage qreater utilization by the states of private nonprofit 
facilities. Goodwill's experience ikwonstrates that private facilities 
can be higtily successful In providing rehabilitative services at Hwlted 
cost to the gov^mwent. Currently, on a national average basis, for 
every dollar expended by Goodwin facilities on rehabilitation ser^rkes. 
1,81 Is earned frtsw sources other tban the states' fees. 
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pfwjraan. In 1982 SowliitTrs canlrlbytlon to Vm i»t1<Ml 
r^«l>nit«tioii effort mbs ApproxlatUly $225 wllllon. IMS fl9Mre 
rt»pr*s€mts 1t»co«e md services provttfed to or for disAbled IndlvlifcMls. 
Of IMS twnmt, $187 ninion was etmtd fro« tovrc«s otH^ tH«n State 
V« f«es for servkts. TN«$. GooA#Hr» contribution ep^^H 
«ppro«4m«tf-1i 26t of the total f^ral expenditure* In the e«$1c 
State Grants program in 1^2. This sort of Inwestweiit entitles 
u$ to « partner'^ voice In esUhllshln^ progrw objectives end costs. 

Greater utniiatton of conrawnity'-based private orfan1«at1ons 
wuld not only keep costs down through reasonable coeipetltlcm. but 
woMld provide an incentive to create privete nonprofit fecllltles 
where no rehabilitation facnitlei l^sently ejilst. The result 
i«ou1d be broader-based care that would not re^ylre hand 1cappe<J 
individuals to travel significant dlsUrces to recelw that care. 

In conjunction with this recoBwendatlon, we ur^ that any 
consideration of the Administration's pr«H«>sal to allow 9r«nts to 
for-profit onjanUatlons be modified to provide that such grants be 
qivfn to for-profit orqanliatlons onlj^ when stete or nonprofit 
agencies «fr not available and where t>» purpose Is to provide 
geographical coverage where nwie Is available. Such a modification 
H not contradictory with the phllosoj^y of encouraging private 
st^ctor utiV.zation. Where nonprofit e^ncles exist tJ^y can keep 
to%ts flowi , but to dt) %o they need broad-based coewunlty support. 
If that support H derr^ased by federal grants or subsidies to 
for-profit agenctfb, which then perform work previously acconipllshed 
t,y Th** mmpr^^fu ^l**nfy, unit tosts will Increase In the nonprofit

In simary, GooAitn urges t1» Cotiflress to renithorlze the 
"ehabllitatlon Acl mIUi the Inclusion of the three recoamndatlons 
stated ehove and the positions taken by the National Asfocletlon of 
•ehablUUtlon Fedlltles end the Consortlus for Clt'iens lOth 
Develojweirtal Disabilities. Soch action wwld ensure that tl« 
•ihabUlutlon Act becoaws an even More effective vehicle for serving 
the Keeds of disabled Anerlcans. Ue appreciate ttie cwortwilty to 
s«it»lt this statnwnt and look fon«rd to Morklng wlth'the Coonlttee 
on lA^leiwntlng iwce»$ary changes. For tlw Comlttee's consldemtlon, 
ue are atuching to this stateawit a copy of a resolution passed by 
the Board of Directors of SoodMllI Industries of fcierlca. Inc., which 
sets forth our basic recoamendattons.
